As stated berore Chestnut Hill, for 
the purpose of the Red Cross War 
Fund, was regarded as a part of 
Brookline and was not canvassed by 
the Newton Chapter but the subscrip- 
tions included above are from those 
in Chestnut Hill who wished to give 
through the Newton Chapter. 

Thanks to the generosity and the 
interest of the' people of Newton and 
the efficiency of its officers the New 
ton Chapter of the Red Cross is mak 
ing a record of which to be proud. 

The headquarters of the Newton 
Chapter are in the Newton Club House 
where two rooms on the ground floor 
have been fitted up for its use with 
desks, typewriters and telephones. 
There every week day morning may 
be found a company of young women 


busy at work on Red Cross matters. 

At their head is Mrs. Harry Priest of 
Auburndale, the secretary of the New- -reived gladly and good use made of 


some In each class. Subscribing 
members pay $2 a year. Contributing 
members $5 a year, Sustaining 
members $10 a year, Life members 
make one payment of $25 and Patrons, 
who are also members for life, make 
one payment of $100. To every mem- 
ber who pays $2 or more a year there 
is sent the American Red Cross Maga- 
zine, which is the official monthly 
publication of the Society. The New- 
ton Chapter members are from all 
sections of the city and of all ageB. 
Only a little while ago four-year old 
Ethel Medbery of Newtonville called 
at the headquarters at the Newton 
Club and with one hundred one cent 
pieces, which she had saved for the 
purpose, bought for herself a member- 
ship card and a Red Cross membership 
button. 

Membership matters are not the 
only ones that keep the young women 
busy. There are telephone inquiries 
and letters to answer, visitors to be 
received and suggestions for work to 
be made and considered. The Girls’ 
Friendly Society for instance has made 
arrangements to work for the Chapter 
and the Play Ground officials report 
that many young girls would like to 
do knitting if only they had needles 
and wool with which to work so that 
if any Newton women feel inclined to 
send to Mrs. Priest at the Newton 
Club contributions of twenty-five cents 
or more with which to buy yarn or to 
send to her knitting needles the con- 
tributions and the needles will be re- 


ton Chapter, or Mrs. Henry A. Thorn 
dike, of Auburndale, the assistant sec- 
retary. As assistants there arc Miss 
Edith Fisher of Newton, Miss Ada 
Whitmore of West Newton, Miss Dor- 
othy Hartell of West Newton, Miss 
Gertrude Hunter of Newtonville, Miss 
Dorothy Clark of Newton and Miss 
Dorothy Eaves of Newtonville. As a 
reserve to help out when there is 
more than the usual work there are 
Mrs. Clinton Willey of Newtonville, 
Miss Antoinette Clapp of Newton, Miss 
Catherine Judd of Auburndale, Miss 
Mildred Corson of Newtonville, and 
Miss Marion Stone.- 

At present the chief work of the 
Red Cross, like the chief work of the 
Army whose helper it is, is the work 
of perfecting the organization and 
making preparations to meet condi 
tions to come. The young women are 
kept busy making out membership 
cards for those who send in their 
names and membership fees, seeing 
that the cards are properly mailed 
with Red Cross membership buttons 
attached, that a list of the new mem- 
bers, with their addresses, is sent to 
the Boston office and that the names 
are properly filed at the Newton head- 
quarters. The Newton Chapter now 
has more than 3000 members, or better 
than one to each fifteen of the city’s 
population, but there is room for every 
man, woman and child in the city and 
the hope of the Newton officials is that 
it will not be long before the city may 
he able to boast a chapter with 10,000 
members. Most of the members of 
the Newton Chapter are what is known 
as Annual Members who pay yearly 
dues of $1 but there are five other 
classes of members and Newton has 


both. 

Another thing the young women do 
is to sell yarn to those who wish to 
knit sweaters, helmets or wristers. 
These sales run up to about one hun- 
dred pounds a fortnight. 

Still another, and very important 
matter, to which attention is being 
given is the stirring up of interest in 
the classes for instruction in Home 
Nursing and First Aid. The number 
of trained nurses who have gone, and 
who will go to the front, make it cer- 
tain that there will be a shortage of 
nurses for home service and the more 
women there are who are able to care 
for ordinary cases and injuries the 
better able w-ill be the nurses who stay 
at home to care for the more seriously 
ill and injured. Classes for instruc- 
tion in home nursing or first aid must 
have at least fifteen members each. 
Books of instruction in both branches 
may be purchased at the Newton Red 
Cross rooms and further information 
in regard to them may be had by 
writing to Miss Emma Newhall, care of 
the Newton Chapter of the Red Cross, 
Newton Club. Newtonville, Mass. 

The work of tabulating the returns 
of the canvass of Newton for contribu- 
tions to the Red Cross War fund dur- 
ing the week of June IS to 25, re- 
quiring both room and freedom from 
interruption was carried on at the 
home of Mr. George Royal Pulsifer, 
the treasurer of the Newton Chapter. 
There, too. was done the work of fill- 
ing out the envelopes with the cir- 
culars which were distributed-through 
the Newtons to tell the people of Red 
Cross needs and of "iStay^at-Home 
Thursday.” The envelopes were given

Company C of the Fifth Regiment 
will probably be called into active ser- 
vice within the next few days or weeks 
and the following names are published 
in order that our readers may know 
the men who will represent this city 
in the United States Army and prob- 
ably take an active part in the trench- 
es in Northern France. 

In this connection it seems particu- 
larly appropriate to publish the fol- 
lowing letter* written by President 
Lincoln during the Civil War. 

November 21, 1864. 

To Mrs. Bigby, 

Boston, Mass. s 

Dear Madam: 

I have been shown in the files of 
the War Department a statement of 
the Adjutant General of Mass., that 
you are the mother of five sons who 
have died gloriously on the field of 
battle. I feel how weak and fruitless 
must be any word of mine which 
should attempt to beguile you from 
the grief of a loss so overwhelming. 
But I cannot refrain from tendering 
you the consolation that may be found 
in the thanks of the republic they died 
to save. I pray that our Heavenly 
Father may assuage the anguish of 
your bereavement, and leave you only 
the cherished memory of the loved 
and lost; and the solemn pride that 
must be yours to have laid so costly 
a sacrifice upon the altar of freedom.

These contributions of 
food will be preserved In glass jars, 
or evaporated and dried, as may seem 
best, and held for charitable distri- 
bution, thru the established Newton 
agencies, as need arises. A portion of 
the canned product will be sold to 
the public at market prices, to help 
cover canning expenses. 

The Committee is now making an 
appeal for cherries and currants. 
Will those who have or will have a 
surplus of either fruit to donate, 
kindly drop a card to Miss Martha 
Lathe, Vernon Court, Newton, stating 
about what time their fruit may be 
expected to ripen, and what amount 
they can give, in order that the com- 
mittee may make their ariangements 
for preserving. 

Please save all covered containers 
for this committee’s work — tin and 
paper boxes with covers, stout paper 
bags, etc., which can be used for the 
evaporated fruit and vegetables. 

The Social Service Committee take 
this opportunity to thank friends who 
sent them rhubarb. There was a 
liberal response to their appeal, and 
a large quantity was canned.

MIL MESSER HEAR 


BATHING IN CRYSTAL LAKE 

Aldermen Hear Strong Arguments on Both Sides 
at the Longest Session of the Year 


Mr. Harry E. Messer, a resident of 
Newtonville for the past ten or twelve 
years, died last Friday at his home on 
Washington terrace at the age of 54 
years. He w*as a locksmith by trade 
and a member of the Orr Hardware 
Co. Mr. Messer was a member of the 
Newtonville M. E. Church, the Masons 
and Odd Fellows. He is survived by a 
widow, three sons, Benjamin, Harry 
and Kenneth Messer and one married 
daughter. Funeral services were held 
from his* late home on Monday. Rev. 
Peter Black officiating and the burial 
ritual of the Odd Fellows was given 
by officers of Waban Lodge. The in- 
terment was in the Newton Cemetery. 


The board of aldermen held its 
longest meeting of the year on Mon- 
day night, adjournment not being 
reached until 2.30 Tuesday morning. 

President Early was in the chair 
and Aldermen Angler, Fitts and Tuttle 
were the only members absent. 

Numerous hearings were held as 
usual, mostly routine and included 
Edison poles on Woodcllff road, on 
Lake avenue. Grafton street and un- 
derground conduits in Washington 
street, Telephone poles on Benning- 
ton street, the widening of Common- 
wealth avenue at Lexington street 
and on petition of T. W. Mullen to sell 
gasolene on Centre Htreet. Newton 
Highlands, at none of which did any- 
one appear. 

Mr. Green of the Telephone Co. and 
Mr. Gould of the Edison Co. spoke In 
favor of joint poles on Jenison street, 
and a letter of remonstrance was read 
from A. R. Hickox. 

Strong opposition manifested itself 
on the petition of the Jenney Mfg. Co. 
to locate a gasolene station on Com- 
monwealth avenue, near Rowe street. 
Mr. B. B. Mitchell speaking in favor 
and Messrs. J. H. Gordon. B. W. Riley. 
J. H. Kelley. P. R. Meisner, B. D 
Childs. Dr. J. A. Furbish and Miss 
Withington in opposition. Leave to 
withdraw was subsequently granted. 

Mr. R. F. Fowler favored a sewer 
in Fenwick road and Mrs. Campbell 
wrote a note of opposition. 

Mayor Childs sent in a petition of 
over 700 persons asking that swim- 
ming be resumed at Crystal Lake and 
his recommendation that $2000 be ap- 
propriated for a bathhouse at that 
place, and an informal hearing was 
granted to the large number of per- 
sons present. 

Dr. E. A. Andrews said that bathing 
had been permitted in the Lake dur- 
ing the 15 years he had resided at 
Newton Centre and a bath house was 
built about 8 years ago. Last year 
bathing was supervised for the first 
time and the figures show how suc- 
cessful it was. Mr. Chas. S.. Wing 
said he was well satisfied with the 
bathing as used by his boys and 
thought that no objection could be 
made under proper supervision. If 
bathing in Crystal Lake was discon- 
tinued because of noise or nuisance 
then all the playgrounds should be 
closed for the same reason. Mr. J. R. 
Doyle of Floral street thought that 
bathing was a menace without super- 
vision and he saw 25 to 30 boys bath- 
ing there last Saturday. Unless bath- 
ing was absolutely prohibited he be- 
lieved it should be properly safe- 
guarded. Mr. Joseph Seaver also fa- 
vored bathing in the lake. Father 
Haney spoke strongly in favor of su- 
pervised bathing, for the benefit of the 
children. He had never heard any 
swearing at the bathing pool and 
thought bathing ought not to be stop- 
ped because one or two boys were 
thoughtless in this respect. Mr. 
George N. Goddard said that swim- 
ming ought to be supervised and that 
it made for the welfare of the boys 
and girls. Mr. J. B. Kneeland thought 
it a good thing for the children to 
know how to swim. Mr. N. F. Pratt 
never heard any objectionable lan- 
guage there. Mr. John Barry learned 
to‘ swim there 31 years ago and his 
children were now learning to swim 
at the same place.

nings of West .Newton said that his 
boys had gone there because there 
was no other place for them and he 
thought it a very popular place. Mr. 
J. T O’Connor said his children bath- 
ed there and he saw nothing objec- 
tionable about it. Mrs. Kneeland 
said her r-hildren came home with 
an appetite and zest, that was good to 
see and thought that persons who 
staid at home in summer ought to be 
helped a little. 

Mr. E. H. Ruby led the opposition, 
saying that persons seemed to think 
that Crystal Lake was the only place 
in the city to bathe in. He had also 
learned to swim 31 years ago. but 
without supervision and he had to 
walk 2 or 3 miles to do it. It would 
be no hardship to ask these people to 
go to the Upper Falls, where a prop- 
er place could be had on the Charles 
River. Upper Falls was as near for 
most of the outside bathers as Newton 
Highlands. He suggested that if New- 
ton Centre people wanted swimming 
in the Lake that it be done at the 
I Newton Centre end and he noticed that 
! those persons who wanted the swim- 
ming didn’t live near the swimming 
place. This part of the city was a 
residential section and it ought not 
to be made a miniature Revere Beach. 
Newton Highlands voted last year 149 
to 3 against this project and the abut- 
1 tors on the lake ought to be consid- 
ered rather than the mere convenience 
of the boys and girls. President How- 
ard Whitmore of the N. H. Improve- 
ment Association spoke in protest and 
said that the board had established a 
precedent last year in refusing a roll- 
| er coaster permit to Norumbega Park, 
on the objection of Auburndale. and it 
should be followed in the present case 
on the protest of Newton Highlands. 
Mr. William M. Flanders as a resi- 
dent on the lake front said the bathing 
situation was a fearful nuisance and 
, suggested tha4 a swimming pool might 
be built on the Playground and that 
1 he knew of contributions which could 
I be obtained for that purpose. Mr. J. 
i O. Reav said he lived just across the 
street from the pool and that he had 
seen naked men running up and down 
the railroad track, talking and curs- 
ing. The pool was used from 5.30 in 
the morning until 8 or 9 at night. 
There was valuable property in that 
neighborhood which would be depre- 
ciated if the nuisance continued. He 
said the water was stagnant, that 
there was a scum two inches thick on 
top of the water and children of the 
neighborhood who bathed there had 
to take another bath on reaching 
home. Mr. J. B. Studlev said that the 
; bathing was a public nuisance and 
thought the place would be better if 
made a public park. Coh M. E. Cobb 
said that every word spoken at the 
bathing place could be heard in his 
house and it was a great nuisance at 
all times. He thought the playground 
the best place for a swimming pool 
and suggested that the dear boys

EDITORIAL 


The mntter of public bathing nt 
Crystal Lake is a bone of contention 
between the villages of Newton Cen- 
tre on the one hand and of Newton 
Highlands on the other, and until the 
city establishes a public hath house, 
similar to thnt of Brookline, will al- 
ways he a debatenble question. The 
Newton Highlands advocates certainly 
had the better of the argument at the 
hearing on Monday night, as the ac- 
tion of the aldermen clearly proved. 
The appointment of a committee to 
investigate all the facts and conditions 
is a wise move on the part of the city 
government, as it is not fair for any 
body of citizens to spring such an im- 
portant matter as this, at the last 
meeting of the hoard before the sum- 
mer vacation, as has been the case 
this year and last. A careful investi- 
gation should he made, and the sub- 
ject considered in time for deliberate 
and appropriate action in the budget 
of next year.

should he taught to respect property 
before any money was expended for 
their benefit.

Mr. H. S. Dennle snid thnt he felt 
sure his daughter hnd caught a skin 
disease by bathing in the lnke. Rep- 
resentative J. Weston Allen said he 
had learned to swim in the lake 31 
years ago, hut Newton Highlands was 
strongly ngainst public bathing there. 
He thought Rulloughs pond more cen 
trnl for outsiders and there was less 
valuable property to he affected thnn 
nt Newton Highlands. The conditions 
this year were unobjectionable. Mr 
E. J. Smith, Mr. B. A. Hurd, and Mr 
Provan snid there was no objections 
this year. Mr. Reny snid thnt if only 
731 bathers used the place last year 
it made rather expensive hnthing for 
the city to depreciate real estate val 
ues. He knew of several $50 subscrip- 
tions which could be obtained for a 
swimming pool at a suitable loention 
Mr. Allen thought it unfair to spring 
this matter without giving public no- 
tice. 

Mr. Andrews snid thnt hoys from 
other parts of the city had come to the 
lake last year on invitation of -the play- 
ground officials and that 60 per cent 
of the bathers were from Newton Cen- 
tre. Mr. Hurd said that the shore line 
of the bathing pool was only 50 feet 
and that a proper bathing pool would 
require considerable dredging. Mr. 
Ruhv was most emphatic in saying 
that the playground statistics were 
lie if they didn’t show that most of 
the bathers were outside the district 
The hearing closed at 0.10 and most of 
the persons at the hearing were given 
an impromptu hath as a heavy thun- 
der storm hurst a few minutes later. 

Alderman Harriman then introduced 
an order for a committee to go into 
the matter of bathing and report, at a 
later date. Alderman Goodwin had 
the order changed so as to cover 
bathing in all sections of the city. Al- 
derman Murphy thought this action 
was not a proper answer to the large 
petition just presented, as it would 
do away with any supervision the 
present year. When the President 
ruled that the matter was not in or- 
der at that time, Mr. Murphy entered 
a charter objection to its passage that 
evening. Later Mr. Murjihy withdrew 
his objections and the order for a 
committee was adopted. Subsequently 
the committee on City Buildings by a 
majority vote reported that it was in- 
expedient to appropriate $2000 for the 
hath house and this report was sus- 
tained by the full board with Aider- 
men Hollis, McCarthy and Murphy 
voting in opposition. 

Mayor Childs sent in recommenda- 
tions for $1800 for resurfacing Com- 
monwealth avenue at Weston bridge, 
for water mains in Bonad and How- 
land roads, for $7000 for completion 
of covered reservoir on Waban Hill. 


$81 for traffic signs’, $195 for purchase 
of atlas of Newton, $1500 additional 
for Sidewalk Maintenance, $8800 ad- 
ditional for street sprinkling. $950 for 
an auto truck scale at Crafts street 
yard. $4000 additional for Fire Haz- 
ard work. $2850 for widening of Cen- 
tro Street nt Paul street. $300 for 
spraying gardens nt private expense. 
$1000 for purchase of organ and pews 
of old Congregational church, $600 to 
complete bathhouse nt Allison park, 
for reinforced floors at Truck House. 
Engine House 3, for improvements nt 
Engine House 2. for plans for pro- 
posed new fire station nt Auburndnle 
and $400 for plnns for new storage 
building fftr Forestry and Street 
Depts., for $2572 for new heating at 
the Peirce school, $259 for Tools ac- 
count Forestry Dept, and $54 for va- 
cation fee garage attendnnf. 

Petitions were received for sower 
in Beacon street, Waban, Avalon road, 
for street sprinkling on Orchard 
street and Moreland avenue, of John 
W. Murphy for auctioneer license, of 
the Gns Light Co. to open certain 
streets, of the Telephone Co. for nt 
tachments on Fairmont avenue. South 
street, nml relocation on Cabot street. 

On recommjendntion of committees 
$17,566.94 was appropriated for re- 
pairs of public buildings, various lo- 
cations and attachments granted the 
Telephone and Edison Cos.. John 
Lynch was granted a wagon license, 
John W. Murphy an auctioneer li 
cense. M. E. P. Sloan a transfer of in- 
telligence office license, and leave to 
withdraw grant on gasolene tank on 
Watertown street and on Common- 
wealth avenue, $19,000 was authorized 
for construction of Moffatt road. Brew- 
ster road. Cahver road ext. and Hale 
street, under the betterment act and 
sewers were authorized in Moffatt 
road, Nehoiden road. Fenwick road 
and Boylston street. Commonwealth 
avenue was widened at Lexington 
street and $2S50 authorized for widen- 
ing Centre street and Paul street. 
Curbing was ordered laid on West 
street at cost of $2200 and $5000 voted 
for completion of covered reservoir. 
A select committee was appointed to 
consider the matter of better super- 
vision over electric wires on public 
streets. The pay of election officers 
was established, polling places as- 
signed and the State Primary called 
for Sept. 25. 

The mayor’s appointment of Chas. 
H. Hathaway as a measurer of wood 
was confirmed. 

Nearly two hours were consumed in 
consideration of the numerous tech- 
nical amendments to the Building 
Code suggested by the Buildings Com- 
missioner and the Board of Appeal. 
Alderman WJiidden explained the var- 
ious amendments in detail and nearly 
all of them were adopted. 

A recess of an hour and a half was 
taken for luncheon and committee 
meetings about midnight. 

A. committee of Aldermen Kendrick, 
Whidden amL Clark was appointed to 
attend the hearings of the Constitu- 
tional Convention on the matter of 
billboardp.

moil Goodwin. Early and Murphy was 
appointed on the matter of supervision 
of wires. A hearing was assigned on 
July 30 on concrete sidewalk on 
Broadway. The report of Inexpedient 
of the Finance committee on $950 for 
an auto truck scale was accepted by 
a vote of 11 to 6. 

Alderman Hapgood presented the 
following report on the matter of a 
City Manager. 

Your committee lias made a careful 
study of the commission plan, the 
City Manager plan and the combined 
Commission Manager form of govern- 
ment, ns nt present in operation in the 
various cities and towns of the United 
States. 

We found thnt on November 1, 1916, 
there were ninty-two (92) cities and 
towns, with a total population of 1,- 
408.069, under the City Manager plan 
of government. The claims made by 
the advocates of tills system of govern- 
ment in favor of this plan may lie sum- 
marized under the four following 
heads: 

1. The Annual Budget. 

(a) The City Manager being free 

from political ambitions and political 
influence in making his estimates is 
likely to he not only unbiased, hut 
biLsincss-like in preparing the budget. 

(h) Serving a long term under ap- 
pointment, the City Manager is able 
to secure a more comprehensive grasp 
of the problem than a Mayor elected 
for a relatively short time, and, there- 
fore. 

(c) The City Manager is in a posi- 
tion to plan and carry out n compre- 
hensive progrnm covering an extend- 
ed period of time. 

2. Purchasing Department. 

By standardizing supplies and pur- 
chasing in large quantities, it lias been 
the exeprlenee of most of the cities 
and towns operating under this plan 
that large sums of money have been 
saved through the ngency of the Pur- 
chasing Department. In Dayton, Ohio, 
$33,000 was’ saved during the first 
year, and more than that during ’the 
second year. In 1916, anticipating 
rising prices, the purchasing agent 
bought steel for three new bridges 
ahead of time, and saved $20,000 on 
that single item. 

3. Accounting Department. 

The City Manager has invariably in- 
troduced a vastly improved system of 
accounting into the Municipal govern- 
ment. In most of tlie ninety-two cities 
and towns which have adopted this 
plan, the system of accounting pre- 
viously followed was Tiot only cumber- 
some and difficult to analyze, hut li- 
able to grave inaccuracies. Modern 
methods of accounting have not only 
made it possible for the average citi- 
zen to understand municipal finance, 
hut give full information in regard to 
expenditures’ by the several depart- 
ments. 

4. Control and Harmonizing of Ap- 
propriations and Expenditures. 

Being the single responsible head of 

the City government, and having com- 
plete control, the City Manager is in a 
position not only to fix the appro- 
priations, hut to control the expendi- 
tures of the several departments and 
to see that no department exceeds its 
appropriation. 

After considering the advantages of 
the City Manager Plan under the four 
heads enumerated, your committee 
was unanimous in the conclusion that 
the work of the Mayor, the Finance 
Committee, and the Board of Aider- 
men, in preparing the annual budget 
had been so satisfactorily performed, 
during recent years at least, that the 
opportunity for improvement under 
the City Manager plan was not suf- 
ficient to justify a recommendation in 
its favor. 

The report of the expert who in- 
vestigated the City departments in 
1916, coupled with the experience of 
those members of the committee and 
of the Board who have given the mat- 
ter personal attention, indicate that a 
purchasing department for the City of 
Newton would effect no material sav- 
ing over present methods. 

So far as the Accounting Depart- 
ment is concerned, it is felt by the 
committee that the system installed by 
the controller of accounts leaves lit- 
tle to he desired in that direction. 

Under the fourth heading, control 
and harmorizing of appropriations and 
expenditures, the City Manager plan 
seemed to your committee to offer the 
greatest opportunity for improvement 
over the present system. Even here, 
however, the defects noted in our city 
government did not appear to he suf- 
ficiently serious to Justify the reor- 
ganization of our government. In 
practically all of the ninety-two cities 
and towns where the City Manager 
plan has been adopted, the Committee 
found that conditions of government 
prior to the change were most unsatis- 
factory. In some instances, conditions 
were so bad that current expenses 
were paid by bond Issues. In others, 
no annual budget worthy of the name 
was even attempted. In nearly all, 
the Purchasing and Accounting De- 
partments were either non-existent or 
poorly organized and administered, 
and apparently no attempt was made 
to restrict expenditures to appropria- 
tions. 

It is evident, therefore, that in most 
cases the City Manager plan has been 
adopted in order to reform grave 
abuses in municipal government. Since 
your committee finds t lmt the govern- 
ment of Newton under the present 
charter reveals none of the serious de- 
fects tliut have been mentioned, and 
since our form of government seems 
to be peculiarly adapted to a city of 
the size and geographical distribution 
of population of Newton, and since the 
responsible executive heads of the 
City government have been almost 
uniformly of high character and of 
great ability, your committee finds no 
sufficient ground for disturbing New- 
ton’s present form of City government. 
Furthermore, it seems unwise during 
the present unsettled conditions of 
city, state and national government 
and tiie distraction of public interest 
due to the war, to consider seriously 
so revolutionary a change in munici- 
pal affairs as the adoption of the City 
Munager plan of government would 
involve. 

For all these reasons, therefore, 
your committee is unanimous in Its 
recommendation that no further action 
he taken at the present time in the 
direction of adopting a City Manager 
plan of government for Newton. 

The board adjourned at 2.32 A. M.

MATERIALS NEEDED ON THE 
PLAYGROUNDS 

Odds nnd ends and left overs from 
the dressmaker, worsted, yarn, pieces 
of cotton^and woolen, bits of silk, rib- 
bon. Inee nnd dress braid, denim for 
benn bags, sllknteen, odds of embroid- 
ery silk, knitting cotton, railroad can- 
vas. scrim, raffia nnd reed, scissors, 
empty spools, pencils, crayons, tips of 
old kid gloves for penwipers nnd 
purses, cambric or linen for scrap- 
books. dolls, games, tennis rackets and 
balls. Colored bends are very much 
used by the younger children, nnd pins 
and needles nre most neccssnry. Chil- 
drens colored magazines, juvenile 
books nnd colored pictures nre also 
much desired. 

The gifts of such articles will bo 
much appreciated by the Playground 
Commission, nnd may be sent to the 
Superintendent of Playgrounds, City 
Hall. West Newton. 

The Playground Commission will 
again stimulate considerable occupa- 
tion work, nnd this year will co-oper- 
ate with the local Red Cross in mak- 
ing useful articles for the soldiers. 
Knitting needles will be especially 
welcomed. They have engaged Miss 
Palmer, a noted expert in manual 
training nnd occupation work, and she 
will show the children how to make 
useful articles from left over materi- 
als, and also train them in the con- 
struction of reed nnd raffia baskets, 
etc. 


GARDEN PITY FAIR 


"The Garden City Fair” will be held 
under the nuspices of the Auburndale 
Woman’s Club with the co-operation of 
the Newton Federated (Tubs and the 
Public Safety Committee, on Saturday, 
September 29th, in >^orumbega Park.

STRAWBERRY WEEK 


Native strawberries are now at their 
height, and this week and next should 
see every householder In Massachu- 
seets canning at least a dozeii*jars and 
putting up at least a half-dozen jars 
of jam. Strawberries may be easily 
preserved by the cold-pack method, 
and eight to ten minutes boiling in the 
hot water bath outfit is sufficient to 
sterilize them thoroughly. The fruit 
is apt to discolor und tloat to the top 
of the jar, but this will not hurt the 
flavor if the sterilizing is complete. A 
medium syrup should be used. Three 
quarts of water and four pounds of 
sugar will make four quarts of medium 
syrup. If the fruit is packed tight in 
the jars one-half pint of syrup will be 
enough for each pint jar. 

The Massachusetts State Board of 
Agriculture has just Issued an illus- 
trated circular on “Fruit ns a Food” 
which every housekeeper should have 
during canning season. This circular 
contains a valuable table showing the 
best season for canning all native 
fruits. Copies may be secured by writ- 
ing Wilfrid.

THE TWOMBLY HOUSE IMS- 
PENS ARY 

Few people In Newton are aware 
of the important work being done by 
The Twomblcy House thru its Dispen- 
sary of which Dr. Henry T. Hutchins 
has had entire charge since _lt was 
opened in March, 1915. 

We believe this to be the first In- 
stitution of the kind In Newton with 
the exception of the Orthopedic Clinic 
in connection with the Vewton Hospi- 
tal. 

The Twombly House Dispensary is 
open every Monday evening except 
during August nnd September, and 
serves those residents of Newton 
Upper Falls who are unable to pay a 
private physician. 

With no equipment or conveniences 
of any kind the results of the first 
year’s work were very gratifying nnd 
more than Justified the experiment. 

The generosity of the Dudley Rond 
neighborhood mnde it possible the 
second year, to give Dr. Hutchins the 
assistance of a trained nurse at the 
clinics nnd to establish a system of 
“follow up” work to soe that the 
Drs. directions are properly carried 
out. ' This was a very valuable ad- 
dition to the service. More than 651 
consultations nnd treatments were 
made during the second year, being 
nearly double the number made in 
the previous yenr. 

Thru the interest nnd generosity of 
the man who made The Twombly 
House possible the clinic began its 
third ear in its present comfortable 
quarters at 350 Elliot street. This is 
a small house In the immediate neigh- 
borhood of The Twombly House which 
has been given to it for the exclusive 
use of the Dispensary. It has been 
put in thorough repair and provided 
with such conveniences and equip- 
ment as the limited funds at the dis- 
posal of the Directors allowed. It is 
worth while to note that different 
groups of The Twombly House family 
have claimed the privilege of doing 
their "bit” toward making the rooms 
comfortable and nUractive. 

The added space and conveniences 
make possible more thorough exam- 
inations and minor surgery in cases 
that previously had to be sent to 
various hospitals, often with an ex- 
pense to the patient that was not 
easily borne. It is hoped another 
year will see installed in connection 
with the Dispensary a Baby Feeding 
Station. 

The burden of the great war is upon 
us all but — we must not be so ab- 
sorbed in providing for those who go 
to the front that we forget our obliga- 
tions to those who remain behind and 
whose needs are greater now than 
ev$r before.

It set 
fire to a street car on Commonwealth 
avenue, hut with little damage. Pa- 
trolman Cronin, who was telephoning 
from police headquarters during the 
storm received a shock in the arm.

A NOTED ARCHITECT 

Henry Vaughan, known nationally 
for his skill as an architect, died Sat- 
urday at the home of Robert Casson, 
43 Gray Cliff road.

All the cartridges with 
the exception of one in the chamber 
had been removed, and as Kudoorian 
was handling the weapon it was dis- 
charged, tlie bullet entering Kasteri-

body, said he was satisfied the shoot- 
ing was accidental and the police are 
of the same opinion.

RED CROSS CALLS FOR HELPERS 

Work of Making Surgical Dressings lo be Begun 
Next Week 


The Newton Chapter of the Red 
Cross invites the women of Newton to 
help it in the making of surgical 
dressings. The work is to be done at 
the headquarters of the Chapter at the 
Newton Club House, on Walnut street, 
Newtonville, and will be under the di- 
rection of a trained nurse. The work 
will go on every day from ten until 
one and the hope of the Chapter is 
that a large number of women will 
engage in it. 

Later the Chapter will begin the 
work of making hospital clothes and 
for this work, too, will call for volun- 
teers. 

A present need of the Chapter is 
money with which to buy yarn for 
those who are willing to work, and to 
give their time, but who can not afford 
to purchase wool. A fund of at least 
$200 for this purpose is needed now. 
Women who have knitting needles 
which they do not use will help along 
the work if they will kindly send the 
needles to the Red Cross. Those who 
are not acquainted with the work be- 
ing done would be surprised to know 
the number of women who are both 
buying the yarn and giving their time 
to knitting it. Many of these women, 
in proportion to their means, are giv- 
ing far more than many whose contri- 
butions are featured in the news. 

This is the vacation season but one 
must remember that war takes no va- 
cation and that the men who are fight- 
ing, though they have their furloughs 
and leaves of absence, must take their 
rest when it is given them and not 
when they want it. In the war now 
going on there are not even armistices 
for the burying of the dead, or the 
gathering of the wounded, and the Red 
Cross men and women at the front, 
like the fighting men, are under fire 
while carrying on a great part of their 
work of relief and mercy. To do this 
work materials and money are neces- 
sary and it does not seem like asking 
too much to ask those who are going 


on vacation to give n thought to those 
who are nt the front and to mako a 
vacation thanks — giving offer to the 
Red Cross. When away at the moun- 
tains, or the country or the sea, re- 
member the devasted parts of France, 
ruthlessly and deliberately laid waste 
by the Germans, the mountains that 
have been converted into piles of 
shells and dead, and the sea towns 
where little children and women have 
been the victims of air raids. Nothing 
but the men at the front saves our 
own land from being filled with such 
scenes and with the men who are do- 
ing the fighting, saving America from 
despoilment by the Huns, go always 
the Red Cross units. 

Every Newtonian, who is not going 
to the front, ought to be a member of 
the Red Cross and in that way do a 
bit towards winning the war by help- 
ing to assure comfort and succor to 
those who are doing the real fighting. 
Our own boys soon will be training 
for their part at the front and when 
they do go the Red Cross ought to be 
able to go along too completely sup- 
plied and equipped.

My dear Senator Lodge: 

You were kind enough to write me a 
"personal” letter a short time ago, In 
the course of which you explained your 
position In regard to the subject of 
War Prohibition. In the course of 
that letter, from which 1 have your 
permission to quote, you announce 
yourself as In favor of partial prohi- 
bition only. That is to say it seems, 
in your opinion, desirable and wise to 
put a Rtop during war time to the 
manufacture of distilled liquors 
"where the saving of grain would he 
considerable and of value," hut not to 
interfere with the manufacture of 
beer. Your words on the subject 
were as follows: "There seem to me 
many serious objections to prohibit- 
ing the manufacture of beer, which is 
a comparatively harmless drink, con- 
taining about 3 1-2 per cent of alco- 
hol, and this percentage may be ma- 
terially reduced. Barley is the prin- 
cipal grain used In the Industry, and 
barley is not used in this country to 
any extent as an article of food. Corn 
Is also used to the amount of about 
14,000,000 bushels, out of a total crop 
of about 2,000,000,000 bushels, so the 
saving there would he quite immate- 
rial. "It would,” you say, "in my 
opinion, by no means compensate for 
the loss of about one hundred 
thirty millions in revenue to the Gov- 
ernment and the wiping out of an in- 
dustry in which over a billion dollars 
is invested and 100,000 people em- 
ployed, and this loss of revenue would 
he a most serious thing at a time 
when it is necessary to raise by in- 
creased taxes the enormous amount 
of money which we must have for the 
prosecution of the war. In the case 
of distilled liquors,” you add, “there 
would he very little loss to the Gov- 
ernment in the immediate future for, 
of course, these liquors do not pay 
the tax until they come out for con 
sumption, and there are at present 
nearly a quarter of a billion gallons 
in bonded warehouses throughout the 
United States." 

Now, my dear Mr. Senator. I am not 
disposed to question your figures. I 
have no doubt that they are acciiftyje. 
Neither is there need for me to call 
attention to the significance of the 
closing statement in your letter, 
namely, that "there are at present 
nearly a quarter of a billion gallons 
of distilled liquors on hand hi* our 
country in bonded warehouses.” In 
other words we have enough whiskey 
and similar drinks in reserve to last 
| us for several years. To prevent, 
therefore, the manufacture of whiskey 
during war time, as a measure for 
conserving food stuffs, would not nec- 
essarily cause any diminution in the 
use of whiskey. From the point of 
view of out-and-out Prohibitionists 
that is a significant admission. But 
I pass it by, for I am not advocating 
Prohibition on ordinary grounds, but 
on patriotic grounds and as a war 
measure. 

I cannot pass over quite so lightly, 
however, your statement that “beer is 
a comparatively harmless drink.” 
That may be so, but none the less it 
does grave harm. It is responsible 
for a great deal of drunkenness, and 
consequently for many of the social 
evils that go hand in hand with 
drunkenness. For example: condi- 
tions on the Border, as everybody 
knows, were very bad last summer. 
It is generally acknowledged that vice 
in various forms flourished almost 
without control, and much of it in 
close proximity to our army camps. 
Saloons were numerous, and hardly 
less numerous were open houses of 
prostitution. Some sections were 
worse than others; but all were bad. 
Now it is stated, and on what 1 be- 
lieve to he good authority, that the 
worst centers of vice on the whole 
Border were owned, organized and 
operated by a brewing company. This 
brewing company brought women 
from various parts of the country, 
quartered them in disreputable hous- 
es which adjoined the company's sa- 
loons and then established a iine of 
free motor-busses which ran from the 


camps to the brothels. Beer and 
brothels went together, and the sec- 
ond grew out of the first. That seems 
to me a graphic representation of 
what goes on in society, and of what 
may always he expected to go on, 
through the agency of what you de- 
scribe as “a comparatively harmless 
drink.” 

But we will let that also pass; for 
what we are thinking of is Prohibi- 
tion ns a war measure for conserving 
food stuffs. 

The President of the United States 
in a message addressed to the men. 
women and children of the country 
called attention a few weeks since 
to the serious shortage of food prod- 
ucts in the world. He called upon all 
of us to do what we could to over- 
come this serious world condition. 
The people of the South were urged 
in glowing terms as a patriotic meas- 
ure, to grow more corn and less cot- 
ton, even at a financial sacrifice to 
themselves. Moreover, people of all 
classes, East and West and North as 
well as South, were exhorted to plow 
and plant more extensively than ever 
in the past, while also putting an end 
to every form of waste in the use of 
food stuffs. That was several weeks 
ago, and now Mr. Hoover appeals to 
the women of the country to enlist in 
a nation-wide home economy army. 
The watchword of that army is to be 
“service by saving.” Women are 
urged to register, and are to pledge 
themselves to out out waste. Sunday. 
July 1. is to be food-saving Sunday. 
Clergymen of all denominations are 
asked to assist in the great campaign, 
the object of which is to educate the 
people to produce as much, and to 
waste as little food as possible. And 
how magnificently already the people 
are responding to these appeals of 
patriotism! Corner lots are being 
cultivated to grow corn, and crumbs 
are being considered in our kitchens. 
Men and women and children are go- 
ing out into the fields where they 
make themselves “Soldiers of the 
plow-share," and seem intent to prove 
that the hoe is no less mighty than 
the sword. While they all are doing 
this, however, adding a little here to 
the food supply of the world, and 
saving a little there, what is happen- 
ing so far as the brewers are con- 
cerned. who manufacture "a com- 
paratively harmless drink?” The 
facts are pretty generally known. In 
the year ending June 30, 191G, 3.41S,- 
4S5.1S1 pounds of cereals went into 
beer. Think of it, nearly three and 
a halt billion pounds of food stuffs 
poured into a beverage whose greatest 
commendation is that it is "compara- 
tively harmless!” 

But. you say, “barley is the princi- 
pal grain used in the industry of beer 
making, and barley is not used in 
this country to any extent as an 
article of food.” And that is true. 
Barley is not widely used by Ameri- 
cans as a food stuff, not nearly as 
widely as it might be. In some 
countries bread is made exclusively 
of barley, and its use in cookery pre- 
vails nearly everywhere.

Dear Sir: 

In a letter recently received from 
Newton, my attention was drawn to 
a statement therein, suggesting that 
I forward an open letter to the peo- 
ple of my home town, who would un- 
doubtedly be glad to learn some of 
the experiences encountered in the 
American Ambulance Service and a 
few words concerning the nature of 
the work done by same. 

I shall endeavor to answer the lat- 
ter first: 

The American Ambulance has un- 
dertaken to aid the French army In 
the work of transportation of wound- 
ed and sick from the trenches and 
artillery posts to the so-called evacu- 
ation hospitals situated a few miles 
behind the lines. One section of the 
ambulance is attached to a division of 
the French army, the section compris- 
ing of twenty-two men. twenty cars 
and a small corps of French attaches. 
A small number of men are on duty 
every twenty-four hours, and are re- 
sponsible for the safe conduct of such 
“blesses” and "maladies" as may need 
hospital attention during that time. 
On the average we are on service one 
day in four. During attacks of course 
all cars are in action and remain so 
until hostilities cease and the wound- 
ed are all cared for. 

Having been stationed on a rather 
quiet section, — in the vicinity of Ver- 
dun, — my personal record for continu- 
ous work has only reached 42 hours. 
In many instances, however, as in the 
Champagne country at present, our 
sections are under a terrific strain, 
working continuously on the least pos- 
sible amount of rest. 

The Ambulance Service, since its in- 
auguration in 1915, has steadily 
grown and at this writing consists of 
twenty-three complete sections with 
reserves in Paris. 

Regarding the nature of risks en- 
countered in the course of our work. 
I can best ot'Tcv a . ..nrrete example of 
a personal experience of mine about 
a month ago. 

The Germans opened up a tremen- 
dous artillery fire on a Sunday after- 
noon. after having brought down all 
the French observation baloons in our 
section by aeroplane in the morning. 
About 5 P. M. amid the din of the 
combined firing of all the guns on 
both sides of the lines, we stood in 
readiness to go to the poMes imme- 
diately behind the trenches, as we 
knew that an infantry attack was to 
be expected of the Germans as a re- 
sult of their advance tactics. After 
drawing lots for the first trips, I was 
among the few fortunates, and four 
of us started ensemble for our first 
experience among bursting shells. 
That was just at supper time. En 
route to our postes it was necessary 
to pass over a plateau densely wood- 
ed, where in the French batteries were 
situated, all going full tilt. It was 
these batteries the Germans were en- 
deavoring to silence. The road we 
must traverse was, under the circum- 
stances, being continually torn to 
pieces by the arriving German shells, 
thus making progress the more diffi- 
cult for the machines. Six of our cars 
were disabled by dawn, falling into 
shell-holes, striking munition wagons, 
etc., during the night, as it was for- 
bidden to use any lights whatever, 
and in the woods it was particularly 
dark. Reserve troops were also con- 
tinually moving up to reinforce the 
trenches and one of our boys saw ten 
of a companv killed in the road a few 


yards ahead of him by an arriving 
shell. At. daylight F myself saw the 
men and it was a gruesome enough 
sight. 

The French made a counter-attack 
at daylight Monday morning, so all in 
all. we were kept going about thirty 
hours steady. During Sunday night 
also, one of our cars was struck by a 
piece of exploding shell, but fortu- 
nately the driver escaped. 

These exciting hours do not come 
very often on our section, so there is 
quite a little time left for recupera- 
tion and reflection. 

It is not understood now just what 
part the American Ambulance service 
will play with the American troops 
who are expected to come over, but 
it is possible the service may be per- 
mitted to remain intact. 

I might offer as a personal sugges- 
tion that the people of Newton sub- 
scribe an ambulance to the service. 
I am sure there are plenty of oung 
men in Newton who would jump at 
the chance to join this service, and 
believe the citizens of Newton would 
themselves be proud of being repre- 
sented in this noble work.

EDITORIAL 


To the question. “How is the Con- 
stitutional Convention getting along?” 
a delegate replied, "We’re having fine 
weather for it." He might have added 
that another distinguishing feature is 
the apparent lack of public interest as 
shown by the slim attendance at com- 
mittee hearings. It is too early to 
forecast results, hut only an optimist 
will contend that the State is going to 
get full value for the $1,000,000 which 
the convention is sure to cost. New- 
ton’s interests are in good hands ns 
far as the local representation is con- 
cerned. Indeed, the entire convention 
is made up for the most part of ear- 
nest and thoughtful citizens who may 
he relied upon to act according to a 
high conception of civic duty. The 
convention has been in session more 
than a month and has not yet passed 
upon a resolution of proposed amend- 
ment. There can he no criticism be- 
cause of this fact, however, as it is 
part of the program that all commit- 
tee reports shall he submitted before 
the convention begins to consider res- 
olutions. Under the rules all reports 
must be in by Monday. Tuesday the 
actual work is to he begun. In all 
301 resolutions have been presented. 
Many of these have been duplicates of 
Hills introduced year after year into 
th Legislature. These latter are legis- 
lative matters entirely and have no 
place in the constitution of Massa- 
chusetts. One thing, however, has 
been demonstrated by the proceedings 
thus far and that is that it is possible 
to conduct hearings at the State House 
with dispatch and general satisfac- 
tion. The joint committees of the 
Legislature are prone to let people 
"talk their heads off.” The convention 
committees for the most part have in- 
sisted that the speakers confine them- 
selves to the limitations of the reso- 
lutions under consideration. It is re- 
freshing to observe the difference, but 
the lesson will he lost on members 
of the General Court. The latter are 
thinking about their chances of re- 
election; the convention delegates 
don’t have to.

It is 
possible to enact statutes and city or- 
dinances compelling certain form of 
construction, the observance of regu- 
lated distances between dwellings, 
fireproofing and the like, but if the 
builder, and the word is used in the 
broader sense, cannot see the need of 
making his property attractive, then 
the case is almost hopeless. So many 
two-family houses uro built from a 
single plan, with here and there a va- 
riation in the color of the paint or the 
substitution of cement for shingles, 
that there is created an eternal

TRUCK DRIVING AT THE FRONT 

Richard Blodgett Writes ol His Exciting Experi- 
ences 


The Newton Chapter of the Red 
Cross gives out a letter recently re- 
ceived from Richard Blodgett which 
tells something of the work being done 
by the Newton boys who arc with the 
United States forces at the front. Mr. 
Blodgett is a son of Mr. and Mrs. Ed- 
ward E. Blodgett of Temple street, 
West Newton. As a junior at Williams 
College he went to Europe in the 
spring with the Williams College am- 
bulance unit hut sine" then he has 
been transferred to the transport 
service and is now busy as a truck 
driver getting ammunition and sup- 
plies to the front. 

In his letter young Blodgett writes; 

"The camion (truck) service of the 
United States first fighting force, 
while not trench warfare, is not an 
easy job. It Is typical of war times, 
or as the French say 'C’est la guerre.’ 
The driving comes mainly at night 
time because of the proximity of the 
front. The trains are in sight of the 
Germans and are naturally a greatly 
desired objective, because of the 
wagons of ammunition. If you want 
an idea of the service take, if you 
will, the average country road of 
America and put n trench on each 
side of it, instead of a gutter. Imag- 
ine on that road, passing each other, 
a mounted six inch gun, drawn by 
ten horses, strung out in two’s, and 
a loaded 5-ton truck, of which the 
actual weight is approximately ten 
tons. Picture dust so thick that in a 
blazing sun another truck, thirty-five 
yards in front cannot be seen. Then 
imagine the absolute darkness of the 
hours from ten to three, at night 
when our work is done. The convoys 
are often under heavy artillery fire. 
The roads and bridges are sometimes 
the objectives of the Germany artil- 
lery and its fire is deadly accurate. 
Last night in the dark. 1 drove my 
truck into a French dug-out or rather 
into its entrance. The front wheel 
went way down the stairs. It was 
impossible to move it without a 
tractor. A driver must never leave 
his truck so it was a case of wait. 
I went below into the dug-out, carry- 
ing my gas mask, and met three 
Frenchmen who called out "Kammer- 
ades". They had never heard Eng- 
lish spoken and when they heard our 
language they thought we were Ger- 
mans who had captured their section. 
I assured them in French of my good

"If we wish to force one of our ce- 
reals to serve in the ranks as a com- 
mon vegetable, we could do no better 
than to make barley, our selection. It 
resembles rice in composition, hut 
contains more protein, fat and miner- 
al matter. Since it is cheaper than 
rice the housewife will get more for 
her money in these days of excessive 
food cost if she calls barley to her 
assistance. Boiled barley is a most 
satisfactory food and possesses a fla- 
vor which appeals to many persons 
rather more than does the flavor of 
rice.” Moreover, Doctor Hawk 
states that barley has about the same 
food value as wheat, but to make good 
bread barley flour must be mixed with 
an equal weight of wheat flour. 

But there is another staple used in 
the manufacture of beer, and that is 
hops. In the year ending June, 1916, 
the brewer used nearly 38,000,000 
pounds of hops. Now beer hops are 
not an article of food, hut on the basis 
of the last census the land used for 
hops, if planted to potatoes would pro- 
duce some 4,000,000 bushels of pota- 
toes. Still another staple used in the 
brewing of beer, that "comparatively 
harmless drink," is corn; and corn, 
Mr. Senator, according to your' own 
testimony, "to the amount of 14,000,- 
000 bushels a year goes into the man- 
ufacture of beer.” That you add, is "out 
of a total crop of about 2,000,000,000 
of l)ushcls, so the saving there would 
be quite immaterial/’ For myself, 
however, a disciple of Mr. Hoover, I 
question whether 14,000,000 bushels 
of any food stuff can rightly he called 
"quite immaterial." It is surely not 
immaterial to the starving children of 
Belgium, not to the fathers and moth- 
ers of Poland, Syria and Armenia, nor 
even to the armies of Great Britain 
and France! Neither is it immaterial 
to the planters of the South whom 
President Wilson has urged to grow 
corn, instead of so much cotton. What 
may the planters of the South fittingly 
enough say to the government at 
Washington which urges them to 
grow corn at a distinct financial sac- 
rifice to themselves, and then permits 
14,000,000 bushels of that same corn 
to be wasted in the manufacture of 
the drink of which the best that can 
he said is that it is "comparatively 
harmless.” What are the women of 
Mr. Hoover’s army going to say about 
it, whose watchword is to bo “service 
by saving?” It seems to me that I 
can hear their voices already being 
raised in protest and indignant outcry, 
and when women wake up to a sociul 
wrong, let men beware! 

There is, however, Mr. Senator, a 
final point on which you lay consider- 
able stress. You refer to revenue. 
The saving in food stuffs would, you 
say, "by no means compensate for the 
loss of about one hundred thirty mil- 
lions in revenue, at a time when it is 
neeessury to raise by increased taxes 
the enormous amount of money which 
we must have for the prosecution of 
the war.” 

That with many people is the stick- 
ing point. It is a matter of money. 
Manhood is to be sacrificed if money 
can be saved. Righteousness gives 
way to revenue. Dollars are of more 
account than duty. But in this re- 
spect Democratic America may well 
look buck at Autocratic Russia, and 
take example of her. When the war 
broke out RubsIu under the leader- 
ship of the Czar gave up the manu- 
facture of vodka, which was a gov- 
ernment monopoly, at a cost not of 
mere millions in revenue, but of bil- 
lions. She gave it up. and with what 
result? With this result, among many 
others, that the seeming financial loss 
was an actual financial gain! Not 
only did a stronger and more sober 
Russia iustautly result, but a more 


intentions and they gave me n bed of 
straw. There were rnts in the dug- 
out and lice in the straw. The dug- 
out had formerly been pnrt of a Ger- 
man trench and had been captured in 
n French drive. The road on which 
my accident happened was under 
shell fire so I went up to watch it. 
I had a very advantageous position 
behind a little hill. The shells were 
bursting on either side of me nhotit 
fifty ynrds away. Some went directly 
overhead and hurst nbout hnlf a mile 
beyond. The shells when they hurst 
are red hot and I could, see them 
gleaming in the road like punk. The 
convoy in which I had been barely 
escaped a shelling by switching off 
on a new road. 

The town of Vailly is within range 
of the German guns and has been ab- 
solutely destroyed. Every single 
house in it has been so wrecked that 
only the first floors arc left. Roofs 
have been shot off and whole sides of 
houses blown off so that one can look 
right into them as in to doll houses. 
Factories are nothing but masses of 
twisted steel. The bridges are con- 
stantly under fire and huge shell 
holes, less than thirty yards to either 
'side gave proof of German accuracy. 
Pontoon bridges lie waiting in re- 
serve. 

Moulin St. Pierre is another ruined 
place. The main street is lined with 
houses which were destroyed so long 
ago that flowers and weeds have 
grown over the insides of the walls 
and on the floors. Fruit trees have 
been circled and are half dead, bear- 
ing no fruit at all. 

Cultivation in Northern France is 
practically nt a standstill. Eggs are 
seventy cents a dozen. There is no 
butter. It is only by chance that milk 
can ho bought at any price. Good 
meat enn not he had. 

The camion headquarters are 
placed several kilometres from the 
front, hut they are in range of the 
Germans’ big guns and airplanes. 
June 16 there was a German air raid 
in which several bombs were dropped 
on a town called Bazocho. The town 
was about three miles from our camp, 
n nd as the big searchlights followed 
the Zeppelins, with shrapnel bursting 
all around them, they passed directly 
over us. It was a beautiful night, 
with stars and a moon, and it was 
really very picturesque. 


saving Russia came to pass as well. 
It has been stated, and I see no rea- 
son to dispute the figures, that in the 
last year of vodka, the savings hank 
deposits in Russia were $40,000,000. In 
one year these savings without vodka 
had come to be $885,000,000! There 
is reason to believe that what hap- 
pened in Russia would happen in the 
United States! We should lose to 
gain, and to gain in countless uncon- 
sidered ways. 

For these reasons, therefore, 
amongst many others, this movement 
prohibition during war time appeals 
to people. It is gaining new adher- 
ents and supporters day by day. You, 
Mr. Senator, are with us in part, and 
we are glad for that. You express 
yourself as ready to vote for measures 
to save the grain that goes into the 
manufacture of distilled liquors, hut 
not to forbid the waste which takes 
place in the manufacture of beer. We 
call on you to go the whole way with 
us, and to vote for absolute prohibi- 
tion during the period of the war. 
The people of Massachusetts, — I be- 
lieve a large majority of them, — call 
on you to take this stand. Business 
men in State street call upon you, and 
have sent a messenger to Washington 
to urge the importance of this cause 
on your attention. Mothers and fa- 
thers in the Commonwealth, whose 
boys have gone into training camps, 
call on you to protect their sons from 
the contaminating evils, which beset 
all soldier life. 

Your influence, sir, is great. Your 
championship would count for much. 
We call on you therefore to support 
whole heartedly, and firmly, and to 
the full extent, this cause of War Pro- 
hibition! And we call with confi- 
dence and cheer for the fight already 
has been almost won.

ISSUE BULLETIN ON HOME 
FANNING 


Canning fruits and vegetables in the 
home by the one-period - cold-pack 
method is a relatively simple process 
and can be done with ordinary kitchen 
equipment and with comparatively lit- 
tle labor. Much of the surplus of the 
home garden can be saved for winter 
use by this canning method which is 
fully described in a special bulletin 
just issued by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, Farmer’s 
Bulletin S39, “Home Canning by the 
One-Period Cold-Pack Method." This 
bulletin is of special interest and value 
to all housewives, canning clubs, so- 
cieties or persons interested in con- 
serving the food supply of the Nation. 
It may be had on application to Con- 
gressman W. H. Carter, Room 334, 
House Office Bldg.. Washington. D. C. 

The bulletin contains very explicit 
directions for canning practically all 
of the common garden vegetables in- 
cluding tomatoes, peppers, sweet pep- 
pers. pumpkin, squash, sweet corn, 
field corn, beans, peas, and root vege- 
tables. also various combination of 
vegetables. It also includes canning 
directions for soft fruits and berries, 
hard fruits as apples, pears, quinces. 
Directions for the cannng of camp ra- 
tions. meats and soups are given in 
detail.

Forty-seven mayors of New York 
attended a Conference at Buffalo and 
forty-one of them voted for this reso- 
lution : 

"Resolved, that the New A’ork State 
Conference of Mayors, assembled at 
Buffalo. June 12. 1917 do hereby rec- 
ommend that this government profit 
by the experience of other govern- 
ments now at war. and. by granting 
equal suffrage avail itself of the serv- 
ice of its women as well as of its 
men in the full efficiency of citizen- 
ship.” 

Accompanying the Resolution was 
the statement. “We have carefully 
considered the matter of woman suf- 
frage because of its far-reaching cf- 
I feet, and hog to report that of forty- 
seven voting, forty-one favor woman 
suffrage. Forty-one to six is some 
majority. Evidently New A’ork may- 
ors are not in the anti ranks. 

1 Here is part of a significant edi- 
torial from the Boston Journal: 

I "The sudden rise of women in in- 
dustry and trade only advertised the 
fact that women are people, and the 
advertising has sunk deep into the 
English mind. But before the United 
States has gone far in its war it will 
begin to learn England’s lesson about 
women. It will find that women, slim- 
ing the industrial burden, the war-loss 
burden, the taxation burden, are peo- 
ple and entitled to a people’s part in 
their government.” 

“The National American Woman 
Suffrage Association has offered to the 
Government the services of its 2,000,- 
000 members, and although its pro- 
gram is particularly concerned with 
the increase of food supply and the 
elimination of waste, it stands ready 
to provide women workers, when 
needed, to fill positions of men who 
are called to military service. Thru 
its many branches it will do its utmost 
to teach women the proper standards 
of health and living, which the pres- 
ent crisis makes most imperative for 
the woman worker. 

Not unexpected is the conversion to 
woman suffrage of many prominent 
antis. One of the recent ones is Mr. 
Herbert Samuel, member of Parlia- 
ment. He announces his convictions 
in favor of the vote for English wo- 
men and explains that the full parti- 
cipation of women in the varied work 
and thought of the world by reason of 
the war, had greatly changed his 
former opposition. He voted in favor 
of the enfranchisement of women 
when the bill proposed by the Con- 
ference on Electoral Reform was sub- 
mitted to the House. The importance 
of this measure is apparent as it added 
about 6,000,000 women to England's 
electorate. 

Announcement has been made that 
a number of civic bodies throughout 
the country have within the past few 
days responded to an appeal of the 
National American AVoman Suffrage 
Association to support the policy of 
equal pay for equal work by women 
who take the places of men called to 
military duty. 

In the last four months woman suf- 
frage has gained SI electoral votes, 
as compared with 91 gained in the pre- 
vious 4S years.

FRENCH LESSONS FOR SOLDIERS 






v* 


Those of Uncle Sam’s Massachusetts 
soldiers who may later he ordered to 
France will be able intelligently to 
converse with their French comrade- 
in-arms, the “poilu”, and to go about 
without need of an interpreter. At 
least, the Bay State soldiers no\v have 
every opportunity to obtain a "work- 
ing knowledge" of the language. 

Announcement has been made at the 
Department of University Extension 
of the State Board of Education that 
the Department is offering class w’ork 
in French conversation for the sol- 
diers in the armories and encamp- 
ments in Massachusetts. The oppor- 
tunity is open equally to the non-resi- 
dents w’ho will arrive later at the great 
encampment in Ayer as well as to 
national guardsmen in their armories 
or camps and regular army soldiers 
In their forts. 

Army officers who have heard of the 
plans are enthusiastic and have in- 
formed the authorities that it is an- 
other case of the State pointing the 
way. Brig. Gen. E. Leroy Sweetser, 
acting the adjutant general, has heart- 
ily approved. 

James A. Moyer, director of the De- 
partment, said that posters have been 
sent to each armory in the State an- 
nouncing the courses for enlisted men. 
The classes will consist of twenty or 
more men. Men who are transferred 
to some post in the United Stan s out- 
Bide of Massachusetts b< fo < nplet- 
ing their courses, may continue by 
correspondence. 

Military terms and French of every- 
day life will he taught, with particular 
attention paid to pronunciation. Out- 
lines for the course are being prepared 
by members of the Harvard faculty 
with the assistance and advice of the 
French military officers stationed at 
Harvard. Translation of French mili- 
tary terms will he approved by these 
officers and the war department. The 
courses will include instruction In 
moneys, measures, weights. French 
military map signs, and formation of 
French army units. German equiva- 
lents will be taught in some < a « s, and 
instruction in sentences such as the 
“sainmee” will need to converse with 
prisoners or if taken prisoner 

Letters have been sent to the col- 
leges of Massachusetts for lists of 
men equipped to teach comm ational 
French. The colleges have been quick 
to respond, and in several cj the 
French professors have volunteered 
their services, as a patriotic duty. 

The “L’Opinion Publique”, the 
French newspaper of Worcester, lias 
offiered instructors from members of 
its editorial stuff to teach in Worces- 
ter. At present the classes will be 
held in the armories and encampments 
throughout the State.

One soldier isn’t an army and one 
pair of stockings cover only one pair 
of feet. But an army has to he made 
by adding one soldier to another, and 
every woman who knits one pair of 
stockings, one scarf, one sweater, or 
one pair of wristers is making one sol- 
dier more comfortable and efilcient. 
Such tilings wear out fast and the 
American army now in making can’t 
have too many of them. 

Pretty soon Uncle Sam will say, 
“These hoys need woolen things.” 
When that time comes there will be 
an important difference between the 
women who say, "We will knife* them,” 
and the women who say, "Here they 
are, Uncle, and we are knitting some 
more.” 

Just how a good many women are 
not knitting because they don’t see 
how what they knit will get where it 
is needed. In, most towns there is a 
Committee of Public Safety. That 
committee has a subcommittee for the 
coordination of aid societies. *rhe 
subcommittee supplies wool and in- 
structions necessary to standardize 
the soldier’s woolen things like the 
rest of his equipment, takes back the 
finished product and sees that it goes 
to the right place. 

Some women are not knitting be- 
cause they think they would have to 
join an aid society first. But they 
don’t. All they have to do is to apply 
for the material and Instructions and 
knit. 

Some women say, "Oh, I can’t knit.” 
The answer to that is — Learn to knit. 
Your country needs the knitting.

Henry H. Hawkins 


Lieutenant William E. P. Soule of 
Newtonville passed nwny on Saturday, 
July 7th al the Boston Psycopathic 
Hospital. Ho had been ailing for 
many months with acute Bright’s dis- 
ease, dinhetes and valvular heart 
trouble but his condition became seri- 
ous about two weeks ngo. 

The deceased was born April 20, 
1850 nt Freeport, Maine, of good old 
New Englnnd stock nnd was the son 
of George Nelson Soule nnd Sarah 
Brewer, both of Freeport, Mnine. He 
was a direct descendant of George 
Soule, one of the passengers on the 
Mnyflower arriving in 1620 nnd form- 
ing the first Puritan colony, also a 
descendant of Captain Benjamin 
Soule of the Revolutionary War, and 
of a long line of sen captains and ship 
builders. Lieut. Soule was one of a 
family of eleven children, seven sons 
and four daughters, nine of whom 
grew to maturity nnd of whom seven 
are living today. 

His early life was that of the aver- 
age farm lad with all of the attendant 
hard work. As a young man he be- 
came interested like his father and 
grandfather in shipbuilding. After 
following this line for several years, 
he took up the business of a general 
contractor and builder nnd after a 
series of losses he relinquished this 
in 1888 to become a member of (he 
Newton Police Department. In Juno, 
1905, after 17 years of patrol duty he 
was promoted to the rank of lieuten- 
ant, by Alonzo R. Weed, who was then 
mayor of Newton, in which capacity 
he served until his retirement last 
April. For two years he Was presi- 
dent of the Newton Police Benefit As- 
sociation. 

He was married in 1873 to Eliza- 
beth Simpson of Bridgton, Maine, and 
had two sons, William Ellsworth 
Soule, associate financial editor of the 
Boston Globe, and Lawrence Clement 
Soule, a heating and ventilating engin- 
eer, who is at present engaged with 
the Research Department of the 
American Radiator Company of Buf- 
falo, N. Y. His two sons, and his sec- 
ond wife, formerly Ella Augusta Pink- 
ham of Portland, Me., who has been 
a most loving and devoted wife for 
over thirty years, survive him. Lieut. 
Soule was vary much attached to his 
family and was one of the most con- 
spicuous figures at the Soule family 
re-union at Yarmouth, Me., last sum- 
mer. He was a great lover of outdoor 
life, of his garden and flowers, and 
was popular with all with whom he 
came in contact; big-hearted, whole- 
some, kind and generous, and fond 
of children, and even as a policeman 
he was loved by the children who 
knew him. A genial, kindly, sweet 
spirited public servitor, loved and re- 
spected in the market-place, the 
street, the neighborhood, the church, 
the home, the lodge-room and the 
city. A genuine specimen of our good 
old fashioned New England Yankee 
stock. 

Never again shall he patrol this way, 
Where woodbine twines in grand ar- 
ray, 

In meadow green, where hills are 
seen; 

Where roses bloom and fade, and die; 
No more to meet, but say good-bye. 

The funeral was held Tuesday af- 
ternoon at the Newtonville Methodist 
Church and there was a very large 
attendance. 

Rev. Peter Black the pastor, con- 
ducted an impressive service at two 
o’clock, and sacred selections were 
sung by the Copley Quartet of Boston. 

There was also a Masonic service, 
conducted by the Dalhousie Lodge of 
which the deceased was a member, 
under the direction of Worshipful 
Master Edwin S. Ripley of Dalhousie 
Lodge. 

Delegations were in attendance 
from the Newton Royal Arch Chapter, 
Knights Templar, Gethsemane Com- 
mandery No. 35 and a contingent from 
the police force, including thirty po- 
lice officers, headed by Lieutenant 
Bernard Burke of the Newton Depart- 
ment. His Honor Edwin O. Childs, 
mayor of Newton and Mr. Frederick 
M. Mitchell, chief of the Newton Po- 
lice were also among the mourners. 

There was a wealth of beautiful 
floral tributes and the remains were 
taken to Yarmouth, Maine, for burial 
in the family lot in Riverside Ceme- 
tery.

These hospital garments are greatly 

needed now and should he made ac- 
cording to specifications. The produc- 
tion of bandages and surgical dress- 
ings, however, should not be allowed 
to fall oil on account of this special 
appeal, as cable messages from Paris 
and Romo ask for a constant supply 
of these in view of the recent heavy 
fighting and the difficulty of getting 
the raw materials abroad. 

Tho above memorandum has just 
been received at tho workrooms of the 
Special Aid and Red Cross Societies. 
At first glance the needs and the num- 
bers are paralyzing in their magni- 
tude, yet if every woman in New Eng- 
land alone were to mako but a single 
article eaeli week the whole might be 
accomplished within a month. If each 
woman would promise herself to make 
but 10 or 15 gauze compresses each 
evening how many hundreds would be 
added to these absolutely necessary 
supplies. If each woman in our com- 
munity would give at least one half 
day’s work each week at one of the 
various centers o!.' relief work tho in- 
creased output would tell mightily in 
meeting theso needs. 

This is a part of the war work put 
into the hands of women, can there be 
a greater or more worthy task, — to 
help to clothe the sick and wounded 
and destitute, to provide for the needs 
of our own soldier boys and of their 
comrades in arms, or brave Allies. 


SPECIAL AID NOTES 


At the last meeting of the Advisory 
Board of the Newtonville Branch of 
the Special Aid Society reports were 
heard from the eighteen (18) units 
comprising the organization, and a 
general summing up of work accom- 
plished since the Branch was formed, 
on March 26th, was given; this in- 
cluded six hundred and fifty garments, 
consisting of flannel and cotton pa- 
jamas, surgical shirts, and convales- 
cent robes, seven hundred and thirty 
four knitted articles, sweaters, hel- 
mets, scarfs and wristers, also several 
dozen smaller articles in the way of 
face clothes, comfort pillows, and 
bandages. Four hundred and eighty 
garments have been donated to the 
Red Cross. Many of the knitted arti- 
cles have been given to Commandant 
Rush at the Navy Yard, and various 
emergency appeals filled. Twenty-five 
sweaters and twenty-five, pairs of 
socks were given to Co. C, of Newton. 
To General Pershing’s men, sweaters 
were sent at less than a weeks notice. 
In answer to another hurried call we 
were able to co-operate with the West 
Newton Soldier’s Aid Society in sup- 
plying warm knitted garments for 
every man in an exposed position on 
a naval vessel sailing from Boston. 
Sixty dollars has been donated to- 
ward the Y. M. C. A. Hut Fund, and 
a generous sum contributed toward 
the equipment of a Drum Corp for 
the 5th Regiment. Plans were made 
for a general meeting place for the 
summer at the Newton Technical 
High School, where the sewing rooms 
will be open from 9 until 4 every 
Tuesday. The Newtonville Branch 
now has a membership of 470, and the 
Board issues an earnest appeal to 
every woman in Newtonville to join 
the organization and help iu this 
much needed work. 


Tho Middlesex County Convention 
of the Special Aid members of Massa- 
chusetts will bo held at* tho Cambridge 
Latin School, Broadway and Trow- 
bridge streets, Cambridge, Wednesday, 
July 18th, from 11 A. M. until 4 P. M. 

Prominent speakers have been se- 
cured, and models of the work for the 
American Fund for French Wounded, 
Red Cross, Navy League, and Surgi- 
cal Dressings will be on exhibition. 
A Canteen lunch will be served at a 
nominal price. 

Every member of tho Special Aid 
is requested to bring one guest who 
is not a member. 


FIGHTING POTATO BLIGHT 


"Sprinkling potato vines with an or- 
dinary watering can or with a whisk 
broom dipped in the spray material 
may be all right enough for buggs” says 
County Agent Abbott of the Middlesex 
County Farm Bureau, "but it is almost 
certain to prove disappointing as a 
means of controlling the late blight. 
A fine mist-like spray that deposits a 
film of Bordeaux Mixture over practi- 
cally the entire surface of the leaf is 
absolutely essential in controlling late 
blight. This will be perfectly clear to 
every one who stops for a moment to 
consider the nuture of blight and 
means of infection." 

"Late blight of potatoes is due to the 
growth of a specific fungus within the 
tissues of the plant. Infection is by 
means of spores which are deposited 
on the leaves by wind or otherwise and 
there germinate and immediately 
pierce the leaf and start to grow on 
tho inside. The only time that u spray 
can reach this fungus is at the time 
the spores start to germinate on the 
surface of the leaves. The spores, of 
course, may be deposited on the leaves 
at any time or in uny place. There- 
fore in order to furnish complete pro- 
tection to the crop it is obvious that 
the leaves must be completely covered 
with a film of the protective spray at 
all times." 

"This result can be secured by 
spruying with Bordeaux Mixture, ei- 
ther home mude or commercially pre- 
pared, every 10 to 14 days (or a little 
oftener iu excessively ruiny weather) 
after the plants reach a height of 8 to 
12 inches. The sultry weather of late 
July und August is the period of 
greatest danger." 

"Lead arsenate muy be mixed with 
tho earlier sprays at the rute of 5 
pounds of paste to 50 gallons of spray 
to control bugs but luter it may be 
omitted as it is of no value in con- 
trolling blight."

COAL ENOUGH 


Not only food but fuel is a vital 
need of this country and of our allies ~ 
coal to run the ships and railroads, to 
feed the Iron furnaces and furnish 
stenrn for all the manufacturing ' 
plants, coal in greater quantities than ! 
have ever before been mined In the 
United States or in any part of the 
world and this need is being met in 
truly American fashion by the opera- 
tors and owners of the mines and by 
the diggers of coal. With these words, 
Secretary Franklin K. Lane began his | 
statement regarding the coal situation 
as reported to him by the statisticians 
of his Department. 

The production of coal in the United | 
States last year, he continued, was the ! 
greatest in the history of the country. 
A new’ record, however, was set for the 
first six months of this year, fully 
270,000,000 tons of bituminous coal be- 
ing produced since January 1st, thus 
exceeding the output of tile first six 
months of last year by about 20.000,000 
tons. Even better news is that the 
limit has not yet been reached, for as 
the railroads are able to work out to 
better advantage the problem of car 
supply and give to the mines greater 
facilities for transporting their pro- 
duct to market, the supply of coal that 
reaches the consumer will he in stead- 
ily increasing quantities. In the early 
months of 1 !♦ 1 7, because of the conges- 
tion of the railroads and the difficulties 
of transportation .the production of 
bituminous coal fell behind the high 
mark set in January and February, a 
year ago. As a result of the patriotic 
and earnest endeavor of the railroad 
officials and the coal operators and 
representatives of mine workers who 
have volunteered their services to the 
Federal Government in this emergency, 
production has been speeded up within 
the last few months and the output of 
soft coal which in May exceeded all 
previous records, was surpassed in 
June. 

Despite the extra demand in this 
country and the urgent needs of our 
allies, no one with the facts before 
him can doubt that the coal industry, 
under the careful guidance of those 
noxv directing its welfare, will be able 
to supply all needs. 

The difficulty of distribution now so 
great will be intensified, however, in 
the coming winter months. Just as 
consumers of foodstuffs are being 
urged to eliminate all waste and to 
practise sensible economy, so the con- 
sumers of coal must do their share in 
working out the coal problem by un- 
loading every coal car as fast as it is 
received, and in improving their plants 
so a’s to utilize to the fullest the heat 
value of the coal that reaches their 
bins. In stopping the coal panic and 
in expediting a condition of fuel suffi- 
ciency, every consumer can do his bit.

Mrs. Mary R. Martin (lied at her 
home on Prescott street, Newtonville. 
on July 8, after a short illness, at 
the ape of eighty-three. In her denth 
the city of Newton loses a woman who 
has rendered large and varied ser- 
vice to the community. For twenty- 
three years she was the efficient sec- 
retary of the Associated Charities of 
Newton, resigning this position about 
three years ago. She served on the 
School Committee for nine years, 
where her keenness of mind and kind- 
liness of heart made her a much re- 
spected member of the committee and 
enabled her to accomplish many im- 
provements in the schools, among 
which may he named the securing of 
the new Claflin school building for 
her district. 

She was a charter member of the 
Newtonville Woman’s Guild establish- 
ed in 1884, serving ns its secretary 
for twenty-five years. She was also 
a valued member of the Newton Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, the New 
England Woman’s Club, the West 
Newton Educational Club and the 
Every Saturday Club of Newtonville. 
Whatever she undertook was well 
done. Her ready wit. her rare mind, 
her breadth of view and her wise 
counsel will he sadly missed by her 
friends and the organizations to which 
she belonged. 

It may be interesting to know that 
Mary Roxanna Goodrich (Martin) was 
horn in Westminster, Vt., June 26, 
1834, lived for some years with her 
grandparents there, and began teach- 
ing at the age of eighteen in Con- 
cord, Mass., at the time when Emer- 
son was becoming widely known as n 
lecturer and philosopher. From Con- 
cord she went to Plymouth, Mass., 
where she taught first in a district 
school and then in the high school 
for many years. In 1873 she was mar- 
ried to ("apt. John Martin and has 
lived in Newtonville since that time. 
Capt. Martin died some time ago and 
there are still living of the family, her 
daughter, Mrs. A. L. Wakefield of New- 
tonville, and a stepson, John Paul 
Martin of Chicago. 

Hers was a long, happy, useful 
life, wonderfully far-reaching in its 
influences for good, and her memory 
will long he cherished by those who 
had the good fortune to know her. 

A large number of friends and rel- 
atives assembled at Central Congre- 
gational Church on Tuesday afternoon 
where funeral services were conduct- 
ed most impressively at 4 o’clock by 
Rev. A. J. Muste, the pastor. 

There was a wealth of beautiful 
floral tributes and the burial was in 
the Newton Cemetery.

ENJOY INTENSIVE TRAINING 

Auburndale and Newtonvllle Constabulary Units 
Have Two Busy Days in Camp 


Already much praise has been be- 
stowed by prominent state officials and 
others on Newton’s Constabulary be- 
cause of its personnel, general efficien- 
cy and earnestness. Added laurels have 
come this week as a result of the work 
in camp last Saturday and Sunday of 
the Newtonvllle and Auburndale units. 

The Auburndale Company, under 
command of Capt. McNutt, proceeded 
in automobiles to the Wakefield range. 
There were in all about seventy mem- 
bers. Complete equipment, including 
a blanket roll, was carried by each 
man. Shooting at the range, with some 
very creditable scores, was the princi- 
pal feature of the afternoon. The com- 
pany also heard a lecture on bomb 
throwing by one of the French officers. 
An inspection of the trenches under 
construction was also enjoyed. 

The company was further honored by 
the commander of the range, who as- 
signed them to guard the officers’ quar- 
ters all night. More manoeuvres were 
executed Sunday and in the afternoon 
the return trip home was made. The 
commander strongly commended the 
Auburndale men on their appearance, 
behavior and general excellence. 

About 75 men of the 1st Company 
of the Newtonvllle Constabulary, Capt. 
W. N. Dudley commanding, H. Belden 
Slye, 1st Lieutenant, and J. A. Bryant, 
2nd Lieutenant, held its field day man- 
oeuvres Saturday. The 1st Company 
moved at 5.45 from the gymnasium in 
the rear of the Newton High School, 
and proceeded in regular formation to 
their encampment at Lake Boone. 

After breakfast, prepared under reg- 
ular army conditions, they proceeded 
to formal guard mount, posted their 
guards, and instituted regular army 
regulations for field work, consisting of 
open order work, close order work and 
manual of arms. Food was served in 
a regular army way, details formed for 
mess at each meal, guards posted and 
relieved in the regular way, all thru the 
day and night, each man serving his 
regular tour of duty, the manoeuvres 
of the day closing with evening parade 
and taps sounded at 9.30. 

These daily programs were carried 
thru \vithout any intermission, the dif- 
ferent officers of the day appointed and 
served their regular duty, as is the cus- 
tom at all field manoeuvres- 


The men lived under canvas and the 
conditions were identical wMth those of 
the regular service. 

The Company broke camp at two 
o’clock and in thirty minuter their 
equipment was loaded and they were 
ready to move — a remarkable record 
for efficiency. 

The Company then attended evening 
parade of the 9th Regiment at Fram- 
ingham, where they were dismissed.

Under the direction of Mrs. S. Hardy 
Mitchel, Chairman of Co-ordination of 
Aid Societies of the Newton Committee 
on Publii Safety the ladies of Newton 
have made and have ready to deliver 
at the proper time for the men called 
to the colors by the first draft from 
Newton, 350 sweaters, 350 pairs of 
§ocks, and 350 comfort kits. 

The Newton Committee are also 
making preparations to care for the 
drafted men and it is probable that a 
Mass Meeting in their honor will soon 
be held at the Armory. 

The Coast Artillery has 16 Newton 
boys in it for whom the Newton Wo- 
men have made 32 pairs socks, 16 
sweaters, 16 comfort kits, and 16 
pairs wristers in very quick order.

Fifty young seamen from the 
Charlestown Navy Yard were enter- 
tained at Channing Church Wednes- 
day evening by the Newton Branch of 
the Special Aid society. 

A large number of members and 
guests were present, and a pleasing 
program had been provided. 

Several selections were rendered by 
the Y. M. C. A. orchestra, and a 
charming little play "Chums,” was 
well performed by Miss Emma Wilder, 
Mi 88 Edna Banks, Frederick Burrows, 
Howard Hayward, and Raymond Ford. 

Following this, Willard Gorton, an 
entertainer from Boston amused the 
audience with his clever performances. 

Ice cream and cake were served. 

Much credit is due to Miss Henry, 
Mrs. George Owen, and Mrs. H. H. 
Powers for the successful way in 
which the entertainment was man- 
aged.

Newtonvllle Young Man Gives Vivid Picture of 
Duties of Ambulance Driver 


The following account of the perils 
of the American Field Ambulance Ser- 
vice is from a letter written to his 
mother by Richard L. Cooley, Dart- 
mouth, ’18, of Newtonvllle: 


Extract from letter dated June 23, 
1917: 

At the Cantonment 

Well, If there is a Hell on Earth, I 
have been through it. The night of 
the twenty-first was awful. I thought 
that I was to have some rest as I had 
been up all the night before, but no 
such luck. I had Just got to bed when 
the call came in for six more ambul- 
ances, quick, and to be sure to take 
gas masks as the Bosche was using gas. 
Well, I was on first call so I was the 
first to go. C — H— went as my order- 
ly. We went out to the first post where 
we waited about two hours, then about 
twelve o’clock, the call came in from 
one of the front posts, for two cars. It 
was my turn, so I started out with 
Ed Hasbrook in his car as the other. 

I let him go ahead as he had been to 
the post the night before, and knew the 
way and I did not. The Bosche sent up 
five searchlight bombs right over us 
and they could see us easily from their 
lines. When we got to the place where 
we cut through the fields to get to the 
post, we found George Allison with his 
car in a shell hole. Duke Sharpe was 
waiting for him to get out, and to 
make matters worse. Ed stalled his 
motor. I was behind him so you see 
that made four cars all clustered to- 
gether. The Bosche sent up a bomb of 
liquid fire which landed about fifty 
yards from us. and made the whole 
countryside brighter than any search- 
light could have done. They probably 
thought that we were an ammunition 
train, so they opened fire on us and the 
shells began dropping all around us. 
We got George started and Duke on 
the way. and went through the fields 
to the post. There I got four Assis 
(seated wounded) and Ed three 
Couches (lying wounded). The 
Broncardiers put mv men in my car 
and went down in the trench to get 
the Couches. We waited half an hour 
for them, but they did not return. 
Meanwhile, the Bosche were chopping 
ten shells every minute about us. Wei 
were lying on the ground under our 
cars, but when the Broncardiers did 
not come back, my Blesses Jumped out 
of my car and went back in the trench 
crying "Trop dangereux.” We went 
down after them and tried to get the 
Broncardiers to .bring their Couches, 
but they wouldn’t do it, saying it was 
too dangerous. Finally we made them, 
and got my four Blesses back in the 
car and started for the road. Then 
Hell rained. The Bosche would drop 
their shells at an average of ten a 
minute. I never expected to get out 
alive. I wondered if I would ever see 
my home again, but never did I regret 
coming to France. C— H— was mv 
orderly so he walked ahead to pick 
out shell holes for me. Two shells 
landed so close to my car that th* ir 
explosion knocked him down and 
simply buried me with dirt and stones. 
Thank the Lord they were not using 
sharpnel. I kept thinking of that 
verse from the ninety-first Psalm. "A 
thousand shall fall at thy side, and ten 
thousand at thy right hand; hut it 
shall not come nigh thee.” This and 
the people at home were all that I 
thought of. 

We finally got out on the road ana 
disregarding my Blesses. I went like 
the devil, for safety. I guess, however, 
that they were Just as glad that I did. 
How we ever got out of there I do not 
know, but we did, and it was only by 
Divine Providence that we did. I never 


was much for religion and didn’t be- 
lieve much in praying or in God. but 
after that night, I shall never be a 
doubter again. It was only through 
the grace of some Greater Power than 
ourselves that we escaped unharmed. 
Two other cars, I found out later, went 
up there while we were at the post 
waiting for the Blesses; two of the 
fellows were wounded, one slightly and 
the other very badly. He is in a very 
dangerous condition, having been shot 
through the back, the lung and the leg. 
He is Paul Osborne. He was under his 
car. too. If he had been In the driver’s 
seat he would have been killed imme- 
diately. This was while we were al out 
a hundred yards away, and yet knew 
nothing of it. Both he and Milne, the 
fellow who was wounded slightly, have 
received the Croix de Guerre. That is 
pretty good for a section that had only 
been out two days. — to receive the 
Croix de Guerre the second night out. 

Osborne’s car is a wreck. It is back 
her^ at the post, and I have a picture 
of it. I also have some of the shell 
which hit him. I found it in a big 
pool of blood where he lay. It was 
awful! I can’t begin to describe it to 
you. but don’t worry any because after 
that night, they have arranged it so 
that we do not have to go to that post 
any more. The Broncardiers bring up 
the wounded through a communication 
trench to the road, and we receive 
them there, this is perfectly safe. We 
were told by our French Lieutenant 
that we had the hardest sector of any 
of the ambulance sections at the front. 
Also that he was proud of us. and that 
the Head of things here had compli- 
mented him upon us. and for our work 
that night. 

I had to go to that post again In tne 
early morning, but the Bosche had stop- 
ped shelling then, and it was all right. 
There was a deserted ambulance there, 
so rather than leave it to be a target 
for the Bosche. another fellow and I 
sent our cars along with our orderlies, 
and pulled the thing out of a shell 
hole and brought it back to the 
Cantonment. 

I expected to be relieved then, but I 
was sent out again at once, and worked 
until half past four in the afternoon, 
then I came back and got an hour’s 
sleep, when they made me get up to 
supper. It was the first sleep I had 
had for fifty-nine hours. I was going 
out again at night, but Doc Noyes who 
has charge of things for a few days" 
since Wallace is in Paris, wouldn't 
let me. He told me that I had done 
more work than any fellow in the 
post, and he made me go to bed. I 
had cold chills and could not get to 
sleep, but finally I got eight blankets 
and a cup of whiskey and managed to 
get warm. 

Today all I have been doing is loaf- 
ing about the Cantonment, fooling 
around some of the cars and getting 
rested. I wanted to go back to the 
front tonight, but the Doc wouldn’t 
let me. He says I’ve got to wait until 
tomorrow. It is so darn quiet here 
that it about drives me mad. You can 
hear the distant booming of the ar- 
tillery and know that there is work to 
be done, and yet they wont let you do 
it. This morning they brought down 
a Bosche aeroplane about half a mile

Newton has yet to settle the ques- 
tion of providing adequate facilities 
for public baths. There is no need of 
haste and yet like all perplexities the 
sooner the air is cleared the better. It 
is evident that if a bathhouse were 
constructed on the shores of Crystal 
Lake the project would not meet the 
approval of all citizens and without 
such endorsement no municipal enter- 
prise can hope to he a success. Fur- 
thermore. a bathhouse such as that re- 
mit ly proposed for Crystal Lake would 
serve only a few months at least. 

Although it might prove all that its 
advocates claim for it its patronage 
could not expect to be extended much 
beyond a section of the South Side. 
And yet those who ask for a public 
bathhouse for Newton Centre have a 
just claim and one that cannot be ig- 
nored. Public baths have a place in 
every community provided its estab- 
lishment is according to the old rule 
of "the greatest good to the greatest 
number.” A citizen of wide personal 
interests, who has found opportunity 
to serve his city, not in an elective 
office but in other equally useful ways, 
has made a pertinent suggestion as 
the result of study. “Let Newton have 
a municipal bath for all the year 
round”, he says. He proceeds to out- 
line the possibility of locating a struc- 
ture in Newtonville, preferably near 
the High School from which the 
greatest number of patrons would like- 
ly come, and which would be accessible 
from all parts of Newton. In this 
gentleman’s opinion land is available 
there at a reasonable figure — an im- 
portant consideration to say the least. 
The way to put through such a plan 
is first to have it freely discussed by 
the taxpayers. Let it he determined 
how much citizens will raise by sub- 
scriptions and how much the city can 
afford* to spend. It is worth while to 
think it over; to bear in mind that 
Brookline's public baths have been 
successful and to remember that the 
question is bound to come up year af- 
ter year. Men well qualified to recom- 
mend such action believe in it, which 
is proof that it is no idle dream. 

Many people appear to believe firmly 
in the enjoyment of a vacation despite 
the serious situation at present 
confronting our country. They have 
the weight of the argument, pro- 
viding the vacationing is not overdone. 
It is well that everybody should do 
their “bit” and from excellent sources 
we may learn what acts or services of 
ours, performed unselfishly, of course, 
will contribute to the general welfare 
of the Nation. To crowd many extra 
duties upon a tired brain and body 
cannot, however, bring profit to the in- 
dividual or the community. It does 
not pay. for in the end nature will de- 
mand her toll and will recognize no 
excuse. It is possible, though, that a 
restful vacation may at the same time 
be made to bring forth good, particu- 
larly when one appreciates that a mere 
change of employment, from indoors to 
outdoors for example, will benefit the 
individual. Or let the vacationer be- 
come a student of some subject that 
will increase his fund of general knowl- 
edge or his ability to serve his fellow 
men. Judgment and care should be 
used in the matter of vacations as in 
every other act of life.

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The eastern gateway to the Yel- 
lowstone National Park is called the 
Cody entrance, because at Cody. Wyo„ 
the traveler leaves the train for a ride 
of sixty-three miles by automobile to 
the park boundary. 

Cody was founded many years ago 
by the famous scout, the late Col. Win. 
F. Cody, "Buffalo Bill,” and is a typical 
western plains town. It is situated on 
a bench or shelf above the Shoshone 
River and below the table-land that 
stretches away toward the east. It is 
therefore invisable to the traveler on 
the roads from Thermopolis, Basin, 
Powell, and other Wyoming towns to 
the eastward until he comes very near 
the limits of the town. 

Leaving Cody for the trip to Yel 
lowstone Park, the road leads into the 
Shoshone Gorge, across the Shoshone 
River, and thence to the Burlington 
station on the plain opposite the town. 
From here the road turns southwest- 
ward through the plains and runs for 
several miles through an arid, tree- 
less waste. The sulphur mill on the 
east side of the river stands out prom- 
inently a short distance from Cody. 

The wonders of the trip to the park 
begin with the entrance to the Sho- 
shone Canyon, the stupendous gorge 
through which the Shoshone River 
takes its course. On the right lies 
Rattlesnake Mountain and on the left 
Cedar Mountain. The two constituted 
a single mountain until the river cut 
a deep, narrow gash through its cen- 
ter of solid rock. The walls of t lie 
canyon are nearly perpendicular, and 
yet along the face of Rattlesnake 
Mountain the Reclamation Service of 
the Department of the Interior blast- 
ed from the solid rock a splendid 
road eight miles long. 

Great Engineering Feat 

In many places the road passes 
through tunnels in the granite walls. 
This is the road that is traveled 
through the gorge and out to the park 
The Government found it necessary 
to construct this road through the ap- 
parently inaccessible canyon in order 
to provide the means of transporting 
materials to construct the great dam 
of the Shoshone reclamation project. 
At the upper end of the canyon the 
Shoshone Dam itself is reached. This 
dam is the second highest in the 
world, 328 feet from the lowest founda- 
tion to the top of the parapet, being 
48 feet highter than the Flatiron Build- 
ing In New York. At its base it is 108 
feet thick up an<j down stream and 
only 80 feet long. On top it is 180 
feet long and 10 feet thick. 

The cost of its construction was 
$1,356,585, hut the value of the crops 
raised by the use of the stored water 
in 1916 was $601,000. and only about 
one-sixth of the irrigable area was 
cropped last year. The irrigation 
system is being rapidly extended and 
several thousand acres will be thrown 
open to homesteaders during the 
autumn. 

Leaving the dam, the road follows 
the shore of the beautiful Shoshone 
Lake which was formed by closing, 
with the great wedge of concrete, the 
narrow gash in the rock walls of the 
canyon. Scientists state that this lake 
occupies the basin of an ancient body 
of water which existed thousands of 
years ago. Where this lake over- 
flowed the water •gradually wore a 
passageway through the solid granite 
mountain, and in the course of num- 
berless centuries formed the Shoshone 
Gorge. 

Wonders of tile Gorge 

At the upper end of the lake the 
road turns into the valley of the North 
Fork of the Shoshone River and 
skirts tile boundaries ot several large 
ranches, many of which are ravorite 
resorts of the big game hunter. As the 
road continues westward beyond the 
ranch lands, a very mountainous re- 
gion appears. The Shoshone National 
Forest is entered at a point where the 
narrows to a deep canyon. 
High mountains on each side of the 
river stand like huge sentinels at the 
gates of the forest. 

Proceeding into the eanyon, many 
wonderful natural features appear on 
every side. The mountains are com- 
posed principally of red sandstone and 
have been carved into a million fan- 
tastic shapes by wind and water 
erosion. 

Signs attract the attention of visit- 
ors to the peculiarly shaped forma- 
tions, the most interesting of which 
are Holy City, Chimney Rock, Clock 
Tower, Hole in the Wall. Dead Indian 
Elephant’s Head, Duck, Maimed Hand’ 
and Pinnacle Point. As the park 
boundary is approached the mountains 
become more rugged and timber 
growth becomes heavier. The princi- 
pal species of trees are Douglas fir and 
Fugleman spruce. 

Just after crossing the Middle Fork 
of the Shoshone River and leaving it 
to tho right, as the road proceeds up 
Middle Creek, Pahasku Tepee is reach- 
ed. This is an old hunting lodge built 
and owned for many years by Buffalo 
Bill, and is very beautifully situated 
in the forest Supplies of various 
grinds may be obtained at this point 
^ Two and four-tenths miles farther 
up Middle Creek the park boundary at 
the Eastern Gateway is reached 


At the top of the incline that leads 
down to the Boston & Albany tracks at 
Newtonville is a modest and simple 
poster, the work of Miss Marjorie 
(’hellls, which announces that from 
now on the Red Cross will he busy nt 
Temple Hall every day, except Satur- 
days and Sundays, from ten until one 
in making surgical dressings nnd that 
it invites helpers to aid in the work. 
The Red Cross work room of the New- 
ton Chapter has been moved front the 
Newton Club to the Masonic Building 
in order to get more space. Now that 
the Chapter has more room it hopes 
there will be workers enough to fill it 
and that Red Cross work may become 
a means of mnking the women of the 
many sections of Newton better ac- 
quainted with one another. This work 
of making surgical dressings is of the 
utmost importance, if our hoys are to 
he properly cared for when they enter 
into active service at the front, nnd 
the Newton Chapter hopes there will 
be so ninny volunteers for the w*ork 
that even the room it has may prove 
insufficient. 

High School girls who are in New- 
ton will be particularly welcome and 
it would be a fine thing if some of the 
groups of girls who go together dur- 
ing the school time season would make 
working for the Red Cross an oppor- 
tunity to get together once or twice a 
week during vacation time. 

. The headquarters of the New’ton 
Chapter are still at the Newton Club 
and mail nnd contributions should still 
be addressed there. The Wool Fund 
is not growing as it ought to do. The 
$200 asked for is needed and needed 
immediately, every day that the fund 
drags is a day lost in the making of 
comforts for our soldiers and if the 
time comes when then they are needed 
and they are not ready no amount of 
money nor regrets will keep the boys 
warm. And that the Newton boys 
who are going to the front do expect 
the Newton Chapter to look out for 
them is shown by the fact that every 
once in a while some of them call at 
tlie Chapter headquarters to find out 
just what is being done. The first con- 
tribution to the fund came from two 
young men, Leslie MacNeil and Clif- 
ford Rummer, who arranged for a ball 
game hetw’een the New’ton Cubs and 
Newton Nationals on Cabot Park and 
turned over the proceeds from the sale 
of tickets. $14.05, to the Wool Fund. 

The Chapter is soon to put in 
machine that will turn out one pair of 
stockings every hour and it is hoped 
that the machine will not have to re- 
main idle because of money with which 
to buy yarn for it. Checks for the 
Wool Fund may be sent to the Treas- 
urer, Mr. George Royal Pulslfer, or to 
the Secretary, Mrs. Harry D. Priest. 

At a recent meeting of the directors 
of the Chapter Mrs. William A. Young 
was added to the board as a represent- 
ative of the Navy League and Mr. 
Charles D. Kepner w*as added as rep- 
resentative of the Y. M. C. A. At the 
same meeting Miss Dorothy Clark, of 
Newton, was elected assistant treas- 
urer, and Mrs. Henry A. Thorndike of 
Auburndale was elected assistant sec- 
retary.

Your attention is called to the fol- 
lowing letter sent out by the Wo- 
man’s Committee of the Council for 
National Defense. It explains the 
reasons why you will be asked to join 
in Mr. Hoover’s Food Campaign. The 
pledge cards will be circulated in 
Newton immediately after Dean Ar- 
nold’s address at the Newton Tech- 
nical High School on Wednesday af- 
ternoon, July the 25th. 

The object of the President and of 
Mr. Hoover in organizing the women 
of the community into this food ad- 
ministration group is to obtain by 
purely volunteer action the saving of 
food and elimination of waste which 
would be obtained in an autocracy by 
arbitrary methods, and which will 
have to be obtained in this country by 
arbitrary methods unless the people 
of this free democracy rise to the 
occasion and do what is necessary 
because they wish to win the war, 
and not because they are compelled. 

The primary aim of the organiza- 
tion, as stated by Mr. Hoover, will be 
to see that the people of this country 
eat a sufficient quantity of food, but 
not an excess, and that they stop 
waste; also, to reduce the consump- 
tion of staples which must be export- 
ed to the Allies to keep them effect- 
ive. so that a larger amount of these 
staples may be shipped abroad. In 
particular, the free use of vegetables 
and perishable foods where they are 
produced, the presrvation of perish- 
able and semi-periBhable vegetables 
and other foods; the substitution of 
other cereals to a large extent for 
wheat; and a material reduction of 
the consumption of meat will be 
Umong the first things taken up. 

The country must do these things 
voluntarily, the women of the coun- 
try must be relied upon to accom- 
plish the major part of this necessary 
work. The following suggestions 
may be found of value: 

1. We are fighting in this war for 
the liberty of the world, and for our 
own existence as a free people. 

2. The food supply will be one of 
the most important things in the 
winning of the war. 

3. Mr. Hoover understand how’ to 
use wisely and to economize intelli- 
gently our food supply. 

4. What Mr. Hoover can accomplish 
will depend on the support which is 
given him. 

5. Every woman who by signing 
the card says that she will help Mr. 
Hoover will be doing her part to win 
the war. 

Because — 

6. She will he helping to prevent 
speculation on foods. 

7. She will he helping therefore 
to make the prices of food lower for 
the whole country and for herself, 

| wherever this is possible, 
j 8. She will he helping to make 
; food more plentiful for the wiiolA 
i country and for herself. 

9. She will he helping to make a 
I surplus of food, that we may send 
I more to our Allies. 

10. She will he helping to make it 
] easier for people to live on the money 

they earn, and thus to he able to meet 
whatever financial burdens the war 
may bring to us. 

11. She will in short be helping 
the country greatly, and will at the 
same time he working for the happi- 
ness of her own family. 

Finally— 

12. She will he helping in our fight 
for freedom, just as much as will our 
soldiers in the trenches. 

13. And if this effort is not made 
seriously by all of us, there may not 
he enough food for us all at any 
price. So thi3 is a matter that is of 
real importance to every member of 
every household; the father, the hoy. 
the girl and the servant, as well as 
the housekeeper or the mother.

FORK WORD. 

Here is a literary product which is at 
once an admirable example of the forco 
of simple realism in the description of 
things which ore difficult of ordinary 
comprehension, and a handbook and 
guide for every prospeetire soldier of 
our armies. 

Sergeant McClintock has not written 
stories about the war. He has written 
the war itself, reducing it, one might 
almost sag, to words of one syllable, 
yet bringing to the reader's view, elear- 
Ig and vividly, the various aspects of 
the great struggle, hidden to all except 
the man who is actually a part of it. 
His contribution to the history of the 
war must be classed as one which 
shines wMi a new light. 

It is fascinating in its simplicity, pet 
thrilling in its convincing detail. It 
leads one, with evergrowing and com- 
pelling interest, from a casual conver- 
sation in a hotel in Xew York through 
scenes of strife and blood and thrilling 
conflict to the moment when the king 
and queen of England came to the bed- 
side of a Kentucky youth in a London 
hospital to thank him in the name of 
their nation for his services in the 
cause which we have now come to rec- 
ognize, as that of world humanity. 

Sergeant McClintock received the Dis- 
tinguished Conduct medal before leav- 
ing England for home on leave. He is 
returning to accept a commission in tho 
Canadian overseas forces. The story is 
told in McClintock's own unadorned 
way. 

I DON’T . lay claim to being mmik-of 
a writer, and up till how f Titfve 
never felt the call to write any- 
thing about my experiences with tho 
Canadian troops, lu Belgium and 
France, because I have realized that 
a great many other men saw quite as 
much as I did and could beat me tell- 
ing about It. Of course I believed. that 
my experience .was worth relating, and 
1 thought that the matter published in 
the newspai»ers by professional writ- 
ers sort 4)f missed the essentiuls and 
lacked the spirit of the ’•ditches” in a 
good many ways In spite of fts excel- 
lent literary style, but I didn’t see any. 
reason why It was up to mo to make 
an effort an a war historian until now. 

Now there Is a reason, as I look at It 
I believe I can show the two or three 
millions of my fellow countrymen who 
will be “out there” before this war la 
over wbut they are going to be up 
against and what they ought to pre- 
pare for personally and individually.

which they rarne to my notice and hap- 
pened to me. It may start off a little 
slowly pud jerkily, just as we did, not 
knowing what was coming to us. I’d 
like to add that It got quite hot euougb 
to euit me later several times. There- 
fore. as my effort Is going to be to 
carry you right along with me In thlk 
account of my experiences, don't he 


| impatient If nothing very Important 
seems to come off at first. I felt n lit- 
tle ennui myself at the getaway. But 
that was certainly one thing flint didn’t 
annoy me Inter. 

In t lie latter part of October, 1013, I 
decided that the United States ought 
to be fighting along with England and 
France on account of the way Belgium 
Imil been treated, If for no other reason. 
As there seethed to he a considerable 
division of opinion on this point among 
the people nt home, I came to the con- 
clusion that any man who was free, 
white and twenty-one and felt ns I did 
ought to go over oml get into it single 
handed on the side whore his convic- 
tions lcil 1dm. If (here wasn’t some par- 
ticular reason why he couldn't. There- 
fore I snld good by to my parents nml 
friends in Lexington and started for 
New York with the idea of sailing for 
France and joining the Foreign legion 
of the French army. 

Decides to Go to Canada. 

A couple of nights after I got to New 
York I fell into conversation in the 
Knickerbocker bar with a chap who 
was in the re-enforcement company of 
Princess Pat’s regiment of the Cana- 
dinn forces. After my talk with him 
I deckled to go up to Canada and look- 
tilings over. I arrived at the Windsor 
hotel, in Montreal, nt 8 o’clock in the 
morning a couple of days later, and at 
10 o’clock that morning 1 was sworn 
in ns a private In the Canudinn Grena- 
dier guards. Eighty-seventh overseas 
battalion, Lleutennnt Colonel F. S. 
Melghcn commanding. They were just 
getting under way, making soldiers out 
of the troops I enlisted with, and dis- 
cipline was quite lax. 

They at once gave me a week’s leave 
to come down to Now York and settle 
up some personal affairs, and I over- 
stayed It five days. All that my com- 
pany commander snld to me when I 
got back was that I seemed to have 
picked up Canadian habits very quick- 
ly. At a review one day in our train- 
ing camp I beard a major say: 

“Boys, for God’s sake don’t call me 
Harry or spit in the runks. Here comes 
the general!” 

We found out eventually that there 
was a reason for the slackness of dis- 
cipline. The trouble was that men 
would enlist to get $1.10 a day with- 
out working for It and would desert 
us soon as any one made It unpleasant 
for them. Our officers knew what they 
were about. Conditions changed In- 
stantly we went on shipboard. IHmi. 
pllno tightened up <m us like a tie rope 
on a colt 

We trained in a sort of casual, easy 
way In Canada from Nov. 4‘to the fol- 
lowing April. We had a good deal of 
trouble keeping our battalion up to 
strength, and I was sent out several 
times with other “noncoins” on a re- 
cruiting detail. While we were lu the 
training camp at St. John’s I made the 
acquaintance of a young Canadian who 
became my “pal.” He was Campbell 
McFarland, nephew of George McFar- 
land. the actor who Is so well known 
on the American musical stage. He 
was a sergeant. When 1 first knew 
him he was one of the most delightful 
ami amusing young fellows you could 
Imagine. 

The war chuuged him entirely. He 
became extremely quiet and seemed to 
be borne down with the sense of the 
terrible things which he saw. He nev- 
er lost the good fellowship which was 
Inherent in him and was always ready 
to do anything to oblige me. but he 
formed the habit of sittliig, alone and 
silent, for hours at a time, just think- 
ing. It scouted as If he had u premonl 
Hon alMMit himself, though he never 
showed fear and never spoke of the 
dangers we were going Into, as the 
other fellows did. He was killed In 
the Homme action In which I was 
wounded. 

I also had been made a sergeant on 
account of the fact that 1 had been 
nt school lu the Virginia Military In- 
stitute— that Is. I was an acting ser- 
geant. It was explalmsl to me tliat 
my ap|H)intnient would have to be 
confirmed til England and then recoil 
Drmed after three months' service lu 
France Under the regulations of the 
Canadian forces a noncommissioned 
officer, after final confirmation lu bis 
grade, can be reduced to tbe ranks 
only by a general court martial, though 
he can escape a court martial, when 
confronted with charges, by reverting 
to tbe ranks at bis own request. 

Forty-two hundred of us sailed for 
England on the Empress of Britain, 
sister ship to the Kinprese-of Ireland, 
which was sunk In the Ht. Lawrence 
river. The steamer was, of course, 
very crowded and uncomfortable, and 
tbe eight day trip across was most un- 
pleasant. We had tripe to eat until 
we were sick of the sight of it. A 
sergeant reported oue morning, “Eight 
men and twenty-two breakfasts ah 
sent.” There were two other troop 
ships In our convoy, the Baltic aud the

us until we were 400 miles off the const 
of Ireland. Then each ship ph k^ri tip 
a destroyer which had « nitre ‘out m 
meet her. At that time a notice was 
| posted In. the purser's office Informing 
us Hint We were in the war zone and 
tbet; th? sli Ip would not stop for nny- 
tl’Lig, oven for a man overboard. That 
ilny n soldier fell off the Metngamn 
with $700 In his pocket, and the ship 
never even hesitated. They left him 
where he hod no chance In the world 
to spend his money. 

“Make a Break!” 

Through my t mining In the V. M. 
I., I was able to read semaphore sig- 
nals, and I caught the message from 
the destroyer which escorted us. It 
road; 

“Each ship for herself now. Make 
a break!” 

Wo bent the other steamers of our 
convoy eight hours In getting to tho 
dock In Liverpool, and, according to 
what seemed to he the regular system 
of our operations at that time, wo 
were the last to dlsembnrk. 

The majority of our fellows hail nev- 
er been in England before, nml they 
looked on our travels nt that time as 
a fine lark. Everybody cheered and 
laughed when they dusted off one of 
thoso little toy trains nml brought it 
up to take us away In It. After we 
were aboard of It we proceeded nt the 
dizzy rate of about four miles an hour, 
and our regular company humorist— 
no company complete without one — 
suggested that they were afraid, If 
they went any faster, they might run 
off the Island before they could stop. 
We were taken to Bramshott camp, in 
Hampshire, twelve miles from the 
Aldershot school of command. The 
next day we were given “king’s. leave” 
—eight days, with free transportation 
anywhere In the British Isles. It Is 
tho Invariable custom to give this sort 
of leave to all colonial troops Immedi- 
ately upon tiielr arrival in England. 
However, in our case Ireland was bar- 
red. Just nt that time Ireland was no 
place for a newly arrived Canadian 
looking for sport. 

After that they really began to make 
soldiers of us. We thought our train- 
ing in Canada had amounted to some- 
thing. We found out that we might 
,ns well have been playing croquet.

We leurneil more the first week of our 
actuul training lu England than we 
did from November to April in Caua- 
da. I make this statement without 
fear fhat any officer or man of the 
Cauudluu forces alive today will dis- 
agree with me, aud I submit It for tbe 
thoughtful consideration vf* the gen- 
tlemen who b^lteVer • tliiMf .our own 
armies can be prepared for service 
here at home. 

In this war every man has got to be 
a specialist. He’s got to know one 
thing better than anybody else except 
those who have had intensive Instruc- 
tion In the same branch. And, besides 
that, he’s got to have effective, general 
knowledge of all the specialties In 
which his fellow spldlers have been 
particularly trained. I can Illustrate 
this. Immediately upon our return 
from first leave in England we were 
divided Into sections for training in 
eight specialties. They were: Bombing, 
sniping, scoutfrig, machine gun fight- 
ing, signaling, trench mortar* operation, 
bayonet fighting. and stretcher bearing. 
I was selected for special' training In 
bombing, probably because I .was sup- 
posed, as uu American and a baseball 
play?r, to be expert in thrpwing. With 
the other men picked .for training in 
the same specialty, I was sent to Al- 
dershot, and tl^ere for three weeks, 
twelve hours « day, I threw 1 bombs, 
studied lH>mbs, read about bombs, took 
bombs to' pieces to see what made 
them tick and put them together again 
and did practically everything else 
that you could do with a bbmb, except 
eat It. 

Then I was ordered back along with 
the other men Who had gained tids 
intimate acquaintance with tbe entire 
bomb family, aud we Were put to work 
teaching the entire battalion all that 
we had learned. When we were not 
teaching we Were tinder Instruction 
ourselves by the kueu who had taken 
special training in other branch#*. 
Also at certain i>erloda of the day we 
had physical training- and rifle prac- 
tice. Up to tbe time of our arrival in 
England intensive training had been 
merely a fine phrase with q*. During 
our stay there’ It was a definite aud 
overpowering fact. Day and night we 
trained, and day and night It rained. 
At U o’clock we would fall into our 
bunks lu huts which held from a half 
to a whole platoon— from thirty to tix- 





!y men and drop into exhausted sleep, 

only to turn out at 3 a. m. to give a 
sudden and exact imitation of what 
we would do to the Germans If they 
sneaked tip on us before breakfast In 
six itu-hes of mud. '«Dwnrd tho Inst, 
when xvo thought we hacl been driven 
to the limit, they told us that we were 
t * have n period of real, Intensive train, 
ing to harden us for actual fighting. 

They Kent us four imicilul drill ser- 
geant:* from the British grenadier 
guards, the senior foot regiment of tho 
British army and the one with which 
wo were a. II luted. 

It would bo quite unavailing for me 
to attempt to describe these drill ser- 
geants. The British drill sergeant Is 
an Institution which can be understood 
only through i crsonal and close con- 
tact and Is abort ns cordial ns loose 
electricity. If he thinks a major gen- 
eral l.i wrong he’ll toll him so on ’the 
spot In the most emphatic way, but 
without ever violating a single sacred 
tradition of the service. The sergeants 
who took us in charge to put on tho 
rent polish to our training had all seen 
from twenty to twenty-five years of 
service. They had all been through 
the battles of Mons nml the Marne, 
and they had all been wounded. They 
were perfect vxuinples of a type. Ono 
of them ordered all of our commission- 
ed officers, from the colonel down, to 
turn out for ritle drill one day and put 
them through the manual of nrmo 
while tho soldiers of the battalion stood 
around looking on. 

'•Gentlemen,” said he very politely 
In the midst of the drill, "when I see 
you handle your rifles I feel like fall- 
ing on my knees and thanking God 
that we’ve got a navy.” 

A Call For Volunteers. 

On June 2. after the third buttle of 
Ypres, while McFarland and 1 were 
sitting wearily on our bunks during 
a strange hour In tho afternoon when 
nobody had thought of anything for 
us to do, a soldier came In with n 
message from headquarters which put 
a sudden stop to the discussion we 
were having about tbe possibility of 
getting leave to go up to London. The 
message was that the k’lrst, Second 
and Third divisions of the Canadians 
hud lost 40 per cent of their men In the 
third light at Ypres and that 300 volun- 
teers were wanted from each of our 
battalions to fill up the gups. 

“Forty per cent," said McFarland, 
getting up quickly. "My God, think of 
it! Well, I’m off to tell ’em I’ll go.” 

I told him I was with him, and we 
started for headquarters, expecting to 
be- received with applause uTld pointed 
out as heroic examples. We couldn’t 
even got up to give in our names. The 
whole battalion had gone up nhead of 
us. They heard ubout it first. That 
was the spirit of the Canadians. It 
was about this time thnt a story went 
round concerning nn English colonel 
who lmd been culled upon to furnish 
volunteers from his outfit to replace 
casualties. lie backed his regiment up 
against a barrack wail und sakl: 

“Now, all who don't want to volun- 
teer step three paces to the rear." 

In our battalion sergeants and even 
officers offered to go as privates. Mc- 
Farland and I were not accepted; our 
volunteers went nt once, and we wore 
re-enforced up to strength by drafts 
from the Fifth Canadiun division, 
which was then forming In England. 

In July, when we were being kept 
on the rifle ranges most of the time, 
all leave was stopped, and we were 
ordered to hold ourselves in readliiess 
to go overseas. In tbe latter part of 
the month we started. We sailed from 
Southanq>ton to Havre on a b|g trans- 
port, escorted nil the way by destroy- 
ers. As we landed we got our first 
sight of the harvest of war. A big hos- 
pital on the quay was filled with 
wounded men. We had twenty-four 
hours in wbat they called a “rest 
camp.” We slept on cobblestones In 
shacks which were so utterly comfort- 
less that If would be. an insult to a 
Kentucky thoroughbred to call them 
stables. Then we, were on tbe wayrto^-. 
the Belgian town of Poperlnghe, which 
Is 130 mile;* from Havre and was at 
that time the rail head of the Ypres 
salient. We made the trip In box cars 
which were murked in French, “Eight 
horses or forty men," aud we bad' to * 
draw straws to decide who should lie 
down. 

In the Front Trenches. 

We got Into Topcriqghe at 7 a. tu- 
mid the scouts had led us Into the 
front trenches at 2 the next morning. 

Our iiositiou was to the left of Ht. Elol 
and was kuown as “the island," be- 
cause It hud no support on either flank. 

On the left were tbe Yser canal aud 
the bluff which forms Its hunk. On 
the right \vere 300 yards of battered 
down trenches, which had beeu rebuilt 
torire und blown in .again each time 
by the German guns. For some rea- 
son. which I never quite understood, 
the Germujis were able to drop wbut 
seemed a tolerably large proportion of 
the output of the Krupp works on this 
particular spot whenever they wanted 
to. Our high command had concluded 
that It wus untenable, and so we, fu 
one side of It, uiyl Hie British, on the 
other, had to Jiut^ceep It scouted aud 
protect our separate flanks. Another 
name they lmd for that iH>slttou was 
the “bird cuge.’’ That was tiecause 
the first fellows who moved into it 
mude themselves nice and comfy and 
put up wire nettings to preveut any 
one from tossing bombs lu on them- 
Thus, when the Germans stirred up 
the sjxtt with an accurate shower of 
“whiz bangs’' aud “coal boxes," the 
same being thirteen pounders und six 
iuch shells, that wire netting presented 
a spectacle of utter inadequacy which 
hasn't been equaled In this war. w 

They culled the position which we 
were assigned to defend “the grave- 
yard of Cuuuda." That was iMK'uuge 
of the fearful losses of t lie Canadians 
here la the second battle of Ypres, 
from April 21 to June 1, 1915, when 
the first gas attack lu the world's his-

It isn't 
pretty to think of, and it’s like many 
other things in this war which you 
cau’t even tell <>f in print, bpoause the 
simple des: rlpfion would violate the 
nice ethics about reading matter for 
the public eye which have grown up In 
long years of peace and traditional de- 
cency. But lliis thing which you can’t 
desert..* meant Just the difference be- 
tween life and death to many of the 
Canadians t hut first day of the gas.

The nearest l can come in print to 
telling you whnt the soldier is ordered 
to do in this emergency Is to remind 
you that ammonia fumes oppose chlo- 
rine gas as u neutralizing agent and 
tbut certain emanations of tbe body 
throw off unmionla fumes. 

Now that I’ve told you how we got 
from tbe Knickerbocker bar and other 
places- lb a situation which was Just 
150 yards fr m the Intrenched front 
of the German army in Belgium I 
might as well add a couple of details 
about things which straightway put 
fear of God In our hearts. At day- 
break one of our Fourteenth platoon 
men, standing on the firing step, push- 
ed back his trench helmet and remark- 
ed that he thought it was about tlmg 
for eoffeip. He didn’t get any. A Qer- 
man’' sharpshooter, firing the first time 
that i\tiy, got him under the rim of his 
helmet, aud his career with the Cana- 
dian forces was over right there. And 
then, as the dawti broke, we ulade out 
a big painted sign raised abova tbe 
German front trench. It read: 


WELCOME. 

EIGHTY- SEVENTH CANADIANS 


We were a new battalion. We had 
been less than seventy-two hour* on 
the continent of Europe, aud the Ger- 
mans were not duppoued to know any- 
thing that was going on behind our 
lines! 

We learned afterward that concealed 
telephones In the houses of the Bel- 
gian burgomasters of the villages of 
Dlnklebugch and Ueuulughelst, near 
our poaltlon, gave communication with 
the German headquarters oppoalte ua. 
One of the duties of a detail of our 
men soon after that was to stand these 
two burgomasters up against a wall 
and sbpo( them. 

In concluding this first article I want 
to eugr Rankly that any man who 
claim j he la uot afraid when for the 
drat time he goes into that hell of fire 
on the western front la a liar, aud I’ll 
tell him eo to his face. Later we be- 
came impervious, but that first day 
I prayed, and 1 would have bent down 
aud prayed only my knees shook so.

Extension of the Massachusetts Board 
of Education. 

The bulletin presents In concise, 
readable form practical suggestions, 
economical and tested menus nnd 
recipes with substitutes for expensive 
dishes which would be of aid to any 
home. Particular attention is paid to 
suggestions for “balanced meals” 
which represent saving and satisfac- 
tion. One may learn what to serve for 
every meal in a day, hearty meals nnd 
dainty menls. The recipes cover famil- 
iar dishes ns well as Norwegian prune 
pudding nnd tomato jelly salad. The 
bulletin offers clear opportunity to 
differentiate between luxury nnd 
necessity nnd enables the reader to 
see why President Wilson said that 
every housewife who practices strict 
economy enrolls herself in the ranks 
of those who serve the -nation nnd why 
J. Ogden Armour recently declared 
thnt the welfare of the nation depends 
upon the women and the success of 
food conservation. 

The bulletin was written by Mrs. El- 
bert A. Harvey in consultation and 
with the advice of Dean Sarah Louise 
Arnold nnd Dr. Alice Blood of Sim- 
mons College. While it was prepart'd 
principally for the students of the De- 
partment anyone may obtain a copy 
by sending a postcard requesting it.

EQUAL SUFFRAGE NOTES 

Nova Scotia, the International Alli- 
ance points out, will be the sixth prov- 
ince of Canada to enfranchise its wo- 
men Canadn is not waiting until 
after the war is over to learn and apply 
the lesson Inculcated into England’s 
body politic by women’s war service. 
That lesson was that England’s women 
are too valuable factors of war work 
to be crippled by disfranchisement. 
Canada, while the war is on. is passing 
woman suffrage as a pertinent war 
measure. 

The Association of Collegiate Alumnae 
which was in session in Washington 
last week, adopted a resolution en- 
dorsing nnd asking the President’s 
support of the federal woman suffrage 
amendment "urged by the National 
American Woman Suffrage Association 
as a war measure and ns the best prep- 
aration for a lasting democratic peace." 
The Association of Collleginte Alumnae 
represents many thousands of women 
graduates of fifty-three lending col- 
leges in the United States. The reso- 
lution was offered by Miss Ellen Fitz 
Pendleton, president of Wellesley Col- 
lege. 

The Authors’ League of America, at 
its Annual Meeting recently adopted n 
resolution urging that the United 
States immediately enfranchise women. 

rising vote left only two men seated 
of the 75 authors present. 

The New York Senate hns passed 
the resolution by a yote of 39 to 7 to 
provide for a referendum on woman 
suffrage at the State Election next 
November. As this measure is con- 
cerned with amending the State Con- 
stitution it does not have to receive the 
approval of the Governor. 

The South Carolina federation of 
labor has recently adopted a declara- 
tion in favor of woman suffrage and a 
call for a popular election on the ques- 
tion. The phrase “the solid South” can 
no longer be used since Arkansas has 
broken through and sentiment favoring 
woman Suffrage is making such con- 
sistent gains in that section of the 
country. During the last few weeks 
suffrage schools have been established 
in many cities through the South for 
the purpose of increasing efficiency in 
suffrage work and to stimulate inter- 
est in the nation-wide movement.

Food Administrator Hoover has 
urged again and again that every 
possible crop should be saved so that 
we may send to our allies abroad 
what we do not consume ourselves. 
Dr. Luther H. Gulick. president of the 
Camp Fire Girls, has evolved a plan 
for saving the occasional crops which 
go to waste because men and w’oinen 
with regular jobs cannot divert their 
energies to such temporary employ- 
ment. 

“There are many local crops,” said 
Dr. Gulick, “such as strawberries, 
nuts, red raspberries, blackberries, 
cherries — they vary with the locali- 
ties — which are near enough the 
homes of boys and girls to be gath- 
ered. Camp Fire Girls and Boy 
Scouts can have a great time gather- 
ing them and putting them up for 
their families. There arc tons of 
fruits w’hich won’t be picked because 
they are not good enough for com- 
mercial purposes, but which could be 
saved in this way. 

"The boys and girls can organize a 
trip for the morning or afternoon, 
and gather nnd can these fruits for 
their families. The owner of the crop 
should he given a percentage. Seven 
Camp Fire girls gathered •!•»" quarts 
of fruit in ond morning, receiving 2c 
a quart for it, and devoted tlx after- 
noon to play. 

"These jobs cannot lie done by 
steady workers because they are not 
steady jobs. But they fit ihe lives 
of boys and girls. Apples will lie an 
enormous waste tills year. They are 
delicious dried or converted into ap- 
ple butter or sauce. A Camp Fire 
can easily furnish all that its com- 
munity can use. 

“Any town that will get itself a 
good Scoutmaster and Camp Fire 
Guardian can do itself a wonderful 
amount of good. (). II. Benson, head 
of tiie Food Administration < aiming 
department has urged that this be 
done. In New England, where the 
orchards were planted to produce 
small successive crops, this work is 
particularly feasible.’’

Soldier Songs 

Some five or six years ago, says the 
current issue of the New York Times 
Book Review, there intruded into the 
world of books an odd collection of 
verse and prose, bearing the title,' 
Gleanings from a Navvys’ Scrap- 
book.” The collection was published 
in pamphlet form, and its author, an 
Irish youth of 19 years, helped along 
its sale by hawking it up and down 
the railroad trains during such brief 
hours as he could spare from the 
manual labor out of which he man- 
aged to make his livelihood. By such 
means the sale of this little pamphlet 
reached 8,000 copies and over, a cir- 
culation that was not only of pecun- 
iary profit to the “navvy,” but brought 
him as well the kind of recognition 
that placed him definitely in the liter- 
ary career for which he had only 
cherished a secret longing. 

Then came the war. Patrick Mac- 
Gill was among the first to enlist — 
and he has been on the fighting line 
ever since, with one brief interim due 
to a serious wound that he received 
and another gala period in celebration 
of his marriage to a young elocution- 
ist who had been attracted to him by 
his poems. 

As might have been predicted, the 
war has proved a great stimulus to 
the art of Patrick MacGill. His two 
books, “The red horizon” (F079.M17) 
and “The great push,” (F079.M179) 
describe the life of the trenches, the 
daily experiences, the hopes, the vic- 
tories, and the tragedies of the sol- 
dier. with the vividness, a dramatic 
power scarcely equalled in the scores 
of really remarkable “war books,” 
covering the same field, that have 
been published during the last two 
years. And now. harking back to his 
early talent for verse, we have a vol 
ume of MacGill’s “Soldier Songs,’ 
published by the Duttons, in which is 
recognizable a music that, we dare 
believe, will preserve its melody, its 
strength, long after the war is over. 
There is a sort of folklore quality 
about much of it, alternating with an 
uncompromising realism, that belongs 
purely to the author of “Children of 
the Dead End," the peasant-boy of 
Donegal.

DON’T LET YOUR TIRES DOWN IN 
HOT WEATHER 


‘‘There seems to be a theory ramp- 
ant,” said N. E. Oliver, of New York 
City, Sales Manager of The Diamond 
Rubber Company, Inc., ‘‘that in hot 
weather the air in a tire expands so 
much that in order to avoid the dan- 
gers of over-inflation, some air should 
he let out and the presseur reduced 
at the beginning of a day’s run. 

‘‘Tire men all over the country are 
trying to teach the fallacy of this 
theory. Tires should he pumped up 
just as hard in the summer time as in 
winter. The reasons are simple and 
easily explained. 

“Diamond Factory Test Cars have 
made exhaustive experiments to de- 
termine the proper amount of in- 
flation for tires at all seasons of the 
year. They found that even on the 
hottest summer days, when a speed 
of thirty miles an hour was main- 
tained for several hoursj that the 
pressure in a tire increased only 2 
per cent. This is an extreme condi- 
tion, probably seldom duplicated by 
any motorist in the ordinary use of 
his car. This extra 2 per cent pres- 
sure is so small that it is entirely 
negligible. 

“On the other hand, if tires are 
slightly deflated, anticipating an in- 
crease in pressure, they are liable to 
be seriously injured. Hot sun and 
hot pavements then have another 
party to the conspiracy to destroy 
them. The flexing of the tire— the 
constant bending back and forth — pro- 
duces internal friction, which heats 
up a tire to the point where the rub- 
ber gets soft. A tire in this condi- 
tion invites tread separation, injury 
from stone bruises, and consequent 
blowouts. 

“But If the tire is kept inflated, it 
will have one less enemy to fight in 
hot weather. My advice, which, 1 
think, coincides with the advice of 
every other experienced tire man, is: 
‘Keep your tinjs pumped up hard all 
summer. Don’t give them a chance to 
let down’.”

THE GREAT OPPORTUNITY 


By Ralph Barton Perry. Professor of 
Philosophy at Harvard Univer- 
sity and author of “The Free Man 
and the Soldier.” 


The ideal things we live for are 
constantly losing their meaning thru 
familiarity and tedious repetition. 
The very practice of reading the Decla- 
ration of Independence on the Fourth 
of July tends to convert it into mere 
words; so that It requires an effort to 
feel any conviction about it. Indeed, 
it is now regarded in some quarters 
as evidence of intellectual advance- 
ment to Binile condescendingly at 
those who declaim about patriotism, 
or liberty, fraternity and equality. 
But never before have these things 
possessed so much substance and so 
much truth as today. Liberty, as 
self-government, as willing submis- 
sion to Relf-im posed law and to 
beneficent institutions, is more clearly 
than ever the only escape from the 
opposite calamities of license and 
tyranny. Fraternity, or the sense of 
fellowship and mutual dependence, is 
the only thing which can save our hu- 
man relations from the meanness of 
obsequiousness and from the hateful- 
ness of arrognnee. Equality, the 
recognition of the common lot and 
the common humanity, the wide- 
open door of opportunity, remains the 
only gospel by which men may ho 
saved from the bitterness of undeserv- 
ed failure or the false pride of unde- 
served success. These are more than 
ever the precious things, the things 
worth living and dying for, the things 
we love and call American; and patri- 
otism is more assuredly than ever 
the most powerful force by which 
they may he kept alive and safe in 
the world. 

But the thrilling thing about the 
present is the possibility of getting 
something done. Today it is possible 
to move mountains. The old world, 
which we have mistaken for eternity, 
is in flux. It is molten lava; we can 
dig channels and direct its flow, we 
can pour it into moulds. Now is the 
time for your ideals. What you stamp 
into the world now will he its charac- 
ter in the time to come. If you be- 
lieve in democracy, act now. Whether 
there shall lie more or less of it in 
the succeeding age, whether it shall 
be crowded out, or spread wide 
among the nations, depends on what 
you do now. The men of this time 
will never have their chance again. 

Today there is not only an opportun- 
ity for democracy, hut an opportunity 
for you. the rare opportunity to do 
the Dig thing, to give some drive and 
carry to your lives. In a certain 
sense life is always the same thing 
over and over again. We collect a 
little energy, and then give it out; we 
earn a little money, and spend it; we 
acquire appetite, and indulge it; we 
grow tired, and then we rest. All life 
follows these cycles, on whatever 
plane we live it. What we need is a 
sense that it is all worth while; 
otherwise we are likely to feel that 
there is something fatuous and ridicu- 
lous about this everlasting see-saw, 
in’ which we merely go up and down, 
or to and fro. What we want is to 
feel that we are going forward; that 
the efforts we make sum up to some- 
thing in the long run. We want to 
make a difference. Here, then, is the 
opportunity to leave our imprint on 
civilization. This is a crucial time, 
when the world’s in the making, and 
when your effort may prove decisive. 

With the exception of science and 
art, to which only a few can attain, 
all the great achievements are col- 
lective achievements. If you are the 
average man your only chance of the 
big thing is to associate yourself with 
your fellows. This means playing 
your part, whether it be in the lead 
or in the ranks. It means what is 
commonly called sacrifice. One must 
he prepared to give and to suffer 
what the cause requires, even though 
one has to give up private advantages 
and satisfactions. In this country we 
are just getting to the point of making 
sacrifices. Hitherto we have given 
from our surplus. We have enjoyed 
the gratitute of an afflicted world and 
the approbation of our own indulgent 
consciences, without really suffering 
for it. We have not even yet quite 
come to realize that sacrifice means 
giving up something that we really 
want. We have all been willing like 
Artemus Ward to sacrifice our wife’s 
relations on the altar of our country. 
But now we are facing the dislocation 
of our private plans, the abandonment 
of our pet ambitions, the abridgments 
of our comforts and conveniences, the 
loss of our lives, and the unspeakable 
bitterness of bereavement. At such a 
time it is well to remember that the 
curdinal virtue in time of action is 
loyalty. Like other virtues it begins 
at home. The man w'ho is not loyal 
to his w ife will not be loyal to woman- 
kind. The man who is not loyal to 
his country will not he loyal to hu- 
manity. For it depends on the same 
motive in every case: that, namely, of 
keeping a trust. From the moment 
when two or more undertake a thing 
together, each places his honor and 
his safety in the other’s keeping. He 
who fails in his part, betrays his 
fellows. National life is a partner- 
ship in which men invest their treas- 
ures and lives in a common fund. He 
who accepts citizenship in a demo- 
cratic state pledges himself to play 
the game when the game is on. * He 
hus his chance to shape the rules, 
and to determine the stake. But 
when the preliminaries ure over, and 
the action begins, his fellows have a 
right to depend upon him. If he holds 
hack now, ho is false to those who 
have gone forward in good fuith; he 
lacks that honorable fidelity by which 
alone men may he united in hold 
action and grave peril. 

But this is not the w’ord which I 
set out to speak. 1 wished to speak 
not of the duty which compels, hut of 
the opportunity which invites. The 
man who deserves our sympathy 
today is the man who cannot give 
everything; the man whom physical 
disability or age or a dependent fami- 
ly. compels to go about the ordinary 
things when all the world is doing 
extraordinary things. Now that war 
hus become u collective social effort 
and not a mere shock of arms, he 
may get something of the feeling of a 
participant. But he canuot wholly 
rid himself of the uotlon that he is a 
spectator. Ho must tread the old 
familiar round of livelihood with little 
heart. For such u time as this is be- 
longs to the young aud the free; to 
those who are euteriug the sceue just

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THE NEWTON CIRCLE 


The Newton Circle of the Florence 
Crittenton League began ita work in 
1014. ns a branch of the Boston or- 
ganization. The splendid work done in 
that city and our interest in it. led us 
to investigate conditions in our own 
city. 

With great gratitude we found nfter 
a few months of earnest looking about, 
that Newton had comparatively little 
need of the rescue branch of the work, 
but a great and growing demand for 
work which would prove to he pre- 
ventive and consequently, protective. 

With a view to informing ourselves 
as to the best ways and means to go 
about this, we heard addresses from 
Mrs. A. S. Everall, Matron of the Lan- 
caster Industrial School; Miss Eliza- 
beth Vanston, Head worker of the 
North Bennett Street School; Mr. 
Hermann, Superintendent of Play 
Grounds in the City of Newton; and 
Miss Ida Parker. Police matron of 
Brookline. From tnese able workers 
we received help and inspiration. 
Each and all dealt with the need of 
better supervision and more ivhole- 
some recreations for our young peo- 
ple. a watchfulness over all attractions 
offered to the young, and the prevent- 
ing of such entertainments as lead to 
undesirable conditions. We found a 
field of work at once In following these 
suggestions. Mayor Childs, Judge Ken- 
nedy. and many existing organizations 
welcomed our efforts to assist or sup- 
plement them. 

A Committee from the Circle visited 
the Moving Picture shows and other en- 
tertainments during the last summer, 
with the result that, thru the advice 
of the Mayor, a permanent Board of 
Visitors has been formed, its members 
being drawn from the Newton Federa- 
tion of Clubs, the Newton Social 
Science Club, the Newton Improvement 
.Association, the Welfare Bureau, the 
Stearns School Centre, and the New- 
ton Circle. 

We have seconded the efforts of 
existing organizations to secure better 
street lighting, to close objectionable 
and isolated buildings, and to have 
available and suitable boarding places 
for young girls awaiting Court deci- 
sions. 

There are many other ways in 
which we hope to be of use during the 
summer — such as better supervising of 
our river banks, parks and woodlands, 
near the picnic grounds. But above all 
we hope to aid materially in providing 
more of the better sort of recreation, 
doing this always with the advice of 
the settlement workers and our super- 
intendent of Play Grounds. 

Last summer we gave some open-air 
Concerts, which met with appreciation. 
We learned much from our experience 
which will be of use to us this com- 
ing summer. This winter we l>lan to 
give some Community Dances, open to 
all above sixteen years of age; a small 
admission fee is charged, as we feel 
that this is desirable in many ways. 

We now employ a paid worker who 
gives her time to investigating every 
need brought to us. She is at the 
Juvenile Court every Saturday, in close 
touch with the Judge, and is thus able 
to render any immediate assistance 
considered necessary, at the sameHlme 
using care that she does not fitted 
to any particular need which may be- 
long to other organizations. Our Pro- 
bation Officer, having much more work 
than is possible for one person to ac- 
complish, we find glad of our co-opera- 
tion. Also, we feel that the investigat- 
ing of the homes, in connection with 
cases involving young girls, intemper- 
ate or otherwise incapacitated women, 
is the work of a woman even if she 
must be accompanied by an pfficer of 
the law. 

The old adage of “an ounce of pre- 
vention" is only too true and as all 
social workers agree in this, we de- 
sire to make this prevention work our 
particular aim. It is deemed wise, 
after two years of work, to be known 
in the future as the Newton Circle, 
altho we still retain our interest in 
the Boston Florence Crittendon League 
and contribute annually to its support. 

Will not all citizens of Newton in- 
terested in this work and in our city, 
aid us in keeping clean and wholesome 
our places of amusement and encour- 
age our efforts to provide all the good 
entertainments and recreation possible 
for our young people. 

They are the coining citizens and 
therefore the makers of our commun- 
ity.

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STREET RAILWAY FARES 

Compromise Calls lor 6 Cent Fares on North Side 
and 7 Cent Fares on South Side 


The henrlng before the Public Ser- 
vice Commission on the proposed in- 
crease in rate of fares on the Middle- 
sex & Boston Street Hallway lines 
was continued yesterday. Since the 
last hearing the representatives of 
the remonstrants have held many 
conferences with the street railway 
officials resulting in the appointment 
of a committee consisting of Rep- 
resentative J. Weston Allen for the 
Newton organization, Mr. E. J. Flynn 
for those of Waltham. Town Solicitor 
Bunker of Wellesley, Town Solicitor 
Hilton of Framingham, and Mr. A. I. 
Bicknell representing Lexington in- 
terests. This committee submitted to 
the commission thru Representative 
Allen, the following proposed sched- 
ule as a compromise agreement: 

Lines in Waltham 

Watertown Line— From Upper 
Main Street Car Barn to Watertown 
Square. 

Main Line— From Roberts Crossing 
to Newton Corner by way of West 
Newton and Newtonville. 

Waverley Line — From Newton Cor- 
ner to the Belmont-Waltham Town 
Line. 

Auburndale-Bemis Line — From New- 
ton Corner to Auburndule by way of 
Bemis and Waltham. 

Crafts Street Line— From Stow 
street via High street, Newtonville to 
Newton. 

New Line — From Upper Main street 
Car Barn by way of Moody street via 
High street, Newtonville to Newton. 

On all the above lines the unit of 
fare will be 6 cents — no tickets to be 
accepted on the above lines. When 
transferring from any of these lines 
to a 7-cent line, one cent additional 
will be charged for a transfer. When 
transferring from one of the above 
lines to another, both being fi-cent 
lines, a free transfer will be issued. 

Lines in Newton 

Wellesley & Boston Main Line — 
From Nonantum Square to Newton 
Lower Falls. 

Newton-Park Line — From Norum- 
bega Park, Auburndale via West 
Newton, Newtonville to Newton. 

On these lines the unit of fare will 
be 6 cents — no tickets accepted on 
this line. When transferring from 
these lines to a 6-cent line a free 
transfer will be given. When trans- 
ferring from these lines to a 7-cent 
line a 1-cent charge for transfers will 
be made. 

Commonwealth Avenue Line — From 
Lake street to Norumbega Park. 

Commonwealth Avenue Line — From 
Lake street to Newton Highlands. 

Newton & Boston Main Line — From 
Watertown to Newton-Needham town 
line. 

Newton & Boston Centre Line — 
From Newtonville Square to Newton 
Centre. 

On the above lines the unit of fare 
will be 7 cents. When transferring 
from the above lines to a 6-cent line 
a free transfer will be given. When 
transferring from any of the above 
7-cent lines to another 7-cent line a 
free transfer will be given. 

On the above lines books of 20 
tickets will be sold for $1.20, each 
ticket being good for one ride. No 
transfers will be issued on such tick- 
ets. In order to obtain transfers a 
cash fare of 7 cents will be paid by 
the passenger. 

Newton & Boston Main Line— From 
the Needham-Newton town line to 
Needham Junction. 


Wellesley & Boston-Needham Line 
— Operating between Needham Square 
and Wellesley Square. 

On the above lines the unit of fare 
will be 8 cents. Persons wishing to 
transfer from the Wellesley-Needham 
line to the Main line at Wellesley will 
receive a free transfer. 

Natick & Cochituate-Wellesley Line 
— From Newton Lower Falls to Na- 
tick Common. 

So. Middlesex-So. Frnmingham 
Line — From Natick Common to Fram- 
ingham Depot. 

So. Middlesex-So. Natick Line — 
From So. Natick and the 

So. Middlesex Line — From Fram- 
ingham to Hopkinton. 

The unit of fare will be 7 cents. 
On these lines tickets will be sold 
20 rides for $1.20, each coupon being 
good for one ride. # No transfers will 
be issued to persons riding on such 
tickets. Persons wishing transfers 
from the Welleley line to the Need- 
ham line will pay 1 cent for transfer 
privilege. 

The fare on the Cochituate end and 
the Saxonville end will be 8 cents. 

On the Westboro & Hopkinton Line 
— From Hopkinton to Westboro the 
unit of fare will be 8 cents. 

School tickets will be sold on all 
lines at one-half the unit of fare. 

Mr. Allen said that this agreement 
meant a truce of six months in order 
thnt the Street Railway Company 
might have additional revenue, and 
the opportunity to try out the varying 
rates of fare on the different divisions 
of its system. At the end of that time 
the figures would show the best 
method to be followed. The proposed 
schedule would probably yield the 
Company $30,000 additional revenue 
in the next six months, all owing for 
a decrease in traffic of 10 per cent. 

Mr. Ballantyne for the Company 
said they hatf agreed to the com- 
promise altho the revenue expected 
would hardly cover the increase in 
wages and materials. 

City Solicitor Bishop said that he 
was instructed not to oppose the com- 
promise altho he wanted to reserve 
all the rights of the city of Newton to 
protest in the future. 

Mr. Bicknell of Lexington and Mr. 
Rogers for Billerica wanted certain 
local tangles in the way of transfers, 
straightened out and Mr. W. J. Nap- 
hen of Natick entered a vigorous re- 
monstance against the whole com- 
promise. stating that in his opinion 
the Company had not tried to in- 
crease its revenue in any other way 
than to increase fares. He wanted 
the obsolete property of the Com- 
pany disposed of before anything is 
done on increasing fares.

"We lave not surgical dressings 
enough. The wonded suffer because 
of the lack of them.” 

Tills in little is the message that 
comes from the hospitals at the front 
to the Red Gross. In spite of the 
hundreds of thousands of dressings 
which have been made, in spite of the 
thousands of women who are working 
hard and faithfully, the message 
comes that more dressings must be 
made and sent, that more women 
must Join in the work if the soldiers 
who are already at the front fighting, 
and the thousands yet to go. are to 
be cared for as they should be cared 
for. It is a heart reaching appeal 
which must he answered and answer- 
ed at once. It is a call for help, not 
only to the Red Cross but to every 
other organization, big and little, for 
redoubled efforts, for increased enlist- 
ment of helpers. The Newton Red 
Cross hopes to do its part, and, along 
with the other organizations in the 
city which are engaged in this work 
of mercy and necessity, to place New- 
ton well at the front in the ranks of 
the cities that make answer to the 
appeal. The Red Cross work room is 
in the Mason Building in Newtonville 
Square. It can be easily reached by 
street cars or trains from every vil- 
lage of the city. The work goes on 
every day, except Saturdays and 
Sundays, from ten until one. and vol- 
unteers are always welcome and there 
can not be too many of them. 

And in addition to this call from 
across the ocean to the Red Cross and 
other organizations there come calls 
from nearer home which go to show 
the need of more and more helpers, 
and of more and more money, to 
enable the helpers to have material 
with which to work. The choice by 
lot of thousands of young men to go 
forth to the defense of their country, 
the mobilization of the National 
Guard, the making ready for the de- 
parture to the training camps, all 
bring the war nearer home to every 
one of us and make the fact of our 
participation in it more real. And 
along with the realization that we 
are at war, and that our boys are to 
take part In it, comes a greater 
awakening to the work of the Red 
Cross and its need of members, 
helpers and money in order that its 
work may go on without halt. 

Here Is one instance right here at 
home. 

He was young enough to be a “Red 
Number" boy. His number was drawn 
one of the earliest so that he soon 
will flfcfeusy learning to he a soldier. 
amT*making ready to become one of 
the army which the United States 
is going to send across the ocean. 
Never mind his name because if you 
know him you know who he is and if 
you don’t know him tlu* name will 
make no difference in the story. 

Before lie was drawn, even before 
he was registered, his mother and 
father took an interest in the win- 
ning of the war. The father sub- 
scribed for Liberty bonds and did a 
bit of canvassing to get others to 
subscribe and his mother was a mem- 
ber of the Red Cross and had made 
pajamas for sailor boys and knit a 
sweater or two. 

But last Saturday when they knew 
that the boy was to be one of those 
to go to the front the mother and the 
father and t lie boy all took a keener 
interest in the work of the Red Cross. 
They all rejoiced that the Red Cross 
War Fund had been oversubscribes 
They took comfort in the knowledge 
that the Red Cross flag flew from the 
headquarters of a local branch at the 
Newton Club and that Newton people.

Names of Newton Residents Who are Liable for 
Military Service 


So much interest is being taken in 
the effect the draft will have in this 
city that we venture, in the absence 
of the official list, to print the names 
and numbers of persons liable to be 
drafted as reported by the newspapers 
trom Yvasningtou. These newspaper 
lists have been carefully examined and 
compared and wherever any doubt ex- 
ists as to the correct number, the 
names will he indicated in lighter 
faced type than the others. The great- 
est number of errors comes thru the 
transposition of figures viz., 2563 being 
listed as 2653. This city is given a 
census standing pf 46278 and on this 


basis we are called upon to furnish 506 
men for military service. Against this 
number we are credited with persons 
who have volunteered for service and 
already enlisted, amounting to 359, 
leaving but 147 persons to be drafted 
for service. These credits also compli- 
cate the following list, for the names 
of persons already enlisted are includ- 
ed and as such namps will be omitted 
when the draft is final. v determined, it 
is too complicated a proceeding to say 
Just what position any one person will 
have In the final drawing.

The proposed compromise on the 
matter of street railway rates will, of 
course, he unsatisfactory to many 
persons, but it strikes the average 
resident as the most fair and reason- 
able solution of the question. It 
leaves the lines of heavy travel at the 
present rate of six cents and gives 
the railway company additional 
revenue on the lines where it has 
thus far failed to get the return to 
which it is entitled. The issuance of 
tickets at a six cent rate on what is 
otherwise a seven cent line, will 
meet the needs of persons who are 
compelled to make regular and daily 
use of such lines, and transients can- 
not reasonably object to the increase 
of a penny a ride. Great credit is due 
to Representative J. Weston Allen 
who was counsel for the Newton 
Board of Trade and the various Im- 
provement Associations of the city, 
for the work he has done in bringing 
about this result, and also to the 
president, James L. Richards, who 
has met the situation in a most cord- 
ial spirit.

~~ POTATO BLIGHT 

Late blight ann an unusually severe 
outbreak of aphis or plant lice, both of 
which have been discovered in a num- 
ber of places, threaten to destroy a 
considerable part of the potato crop of 
Middlesex County unless prompt steps 
are taken to control them. Late blight 
causes more or less Injury nearly every 
year depending upon weather condi- 
tions. but ordinarily the aphis does 
not attack potatoes in large enough 
numbers to do any great damage. 
Within the past week, however. Mr. 
Upton of the Middlesex County Farm 
Bureau has discovered serious infesta- 
tions in Waltham. Cambridge and 
Everett. In those cases the lice have 
sucked the Juice out of the leaves to 
such an extent ns to cause them to 
wilt, shrivel up nnd turn brown nnd 
apparently the death of the infested 
plants will he only a matter of a few 
days if the ravages of the lice are not 
checked. Even a moderate infestation 
weakens the plants and makes them 
more susceptible to blight and other 
diseases. 

The only effective remedy is to spray 
immediately and thoroughly with a 
contact insecticide. Poison sprays are 
of no value, as the lice suck juice from 
the inside of the leaves where the poi- 
son cannot reach. The spray material 
must actually wet the lice when ap- 
plied. Most of them will be found on 
the under side of the leaves so It is 
necessary to use a fine mist-like spray 
that will cover the entire plant, the 
under side of the leaves as well as the 
top. 

The Farm Bureau advises the use of 
some of the nicotine sulphate prepara- 
tions, such as “Black-leaf 40." diluted 
one part to 800 or 1000 parts of water. 
One-lialf pint in 50 gallons, or one 
teaspoonful in one gallon will be about 
right. 

Once the blight develops it is too 
late to do much to save the crop, so 
farmers and gardeners cannot afford to 
overlook the “ounce of prevention" in 
spraying with Bordeaux. The follow- 
ing formula is for a spray to control 
lice, blight and bugs at one applica- 
tion: 

“Black-leaf 40“ — one teaspoonful 

Bordeaux Mixture or Pyrox — 1 gal- 
lon 

Lead Arsenate — 3 teaspoonsful 

The “Black-leaf 40” and lead arse- 
nate may be omitted if neither lice nor 
hugs are present, hut the Bordeaux 
should be used every 10 days or 2 
weeks in all cases as a preventive of 
blight. The crop has cost too muchto 
risk losing it now. **•

home people who they know, were ac- 
tive workers in the society. It seemed 
good to know that Newton people 
were taking part in a work planned 
to look out for the care and the com- 
fort of the Newton boys going to the 
front. 

Sunday the father of the boy talked 
with a Red Cross worker. “What you 
ought to do” said he “Is to drive it 
home to the people that giving a dol- 
lar to the Red Cross doesn’t make that 
dollar able to buy any more than it 
would before, except in this way, that 
it does buy a lot more in work than 
any dollar spent in any other way. 
You people put a lot of willing work 
into turuing out surgical dressings 
and such things but you have to pay 
for your raw material just like every 
body else. A dollar will buy just so 
much cloth and when you get the 
cloth you’re able to buy made up 
why then you have got to be idle and 
lose time like any other manufacture 
who runs out of raw material. If our 
boys are to be looked after those of 
us who stay at home have got to dig 
down, and dig deep, and dig often.” 

That is what the father said. He 
was not asked by the young Red Cross 
worker to “dig” when he closed his 
remarks. It may be that he will “dig” 
quick and deep when he sees what he 
said in type, and send a check to Mr.

Newton Red Cross. Newton Club, New- 
tonville. The Newton Red Cross can 
do a lot more work it it has more 
money with which to work. It ought 
to have now $200 for a Wool Fund, it 
ought to have in hank at least five 
times that to make it able to plan well 
ahead nnd rally and keep busy volun- 
teers at its Work Room in the Masonic 
Building in NewtonviUe. 

The officials of the Red Cross ask 
continuously for members nnd money 
because it is part of their work to do 
so.

IN THE BELGIAN ARMY

Armee Beige en Campagne. 

June 22. 

Dear 

Have had several letters from you 
lately, the most recent dated May 20. 
By now you must have received my 
letter saying I am on my way to the 
front. Well, I have arrived and have 
already been thro’ a slight gas alarm 
and on the outskirts of a midnight 
bombardment so I begin to consid- 
er myself no longer a novice. 

Rules of censor bureau forbid my 
saying where I have been or where 
I am at the present instant. We are 
“en repos” for a few weeks. 

In general, the artillery is not near 
the trenches, but as a new comer, my 
C. O. took me for a stroll thro’ a part 
of the Belgian front line trenches on 
the day of my arrival. I had a good 
glimpse of the Bosche line only a 
few hundred feet away across the 
famous Yser, which is, by the way, 
only a good sized ditch. The Bosche 
was trying to locate a battery some- 
where behind our line and we could 
hear his sheels zipping over our 
heads, other than that ’twas a quiet 
afternoon. I learnt many things the 
first day and had some odd sensations. 

My train landed me and my baggage 
at the end of the line about 11.30 one 
evening. As the end of the line was 
no place in particular I got permis- 
sion from the Chef de Gare to sleep 
in the train. Up at 4.30, I wandered 
from farm to farm until finally about 
7.30 I found the Iiere chef with the 
horses. I grabbed a bite to eat and 
with two guides was soon ore my way 
to the battery, some 20 kilometres 
away. Passed many things of inter- 
est en route, troops, pack trains, 
aero-sheds, etc. At the end of a cer- 
tain time my guide slackened pace 
and turned into a court-yard of an 
agreeable looking farm. I imagined 
to myself that here we would leave 
the horses and proceed the rest of 
the way cautiously on foot, — not a 
bit, — we had arrived. My guide, not 
over-talkative, pointed towards a 
clump of hedges and told me the guns 
were there. I saw nothing but took 
his word for it. I then met the C. O. 
and later had lunch with him and the 
Major at the farm house. Gas masks 
were served as appetizers. After a 
hearty lunch we took our canes and 
made our stroll thro’ the trenches as 
I have said. 

There are 5 other young chaps in 
this battery, all waiting to he trans- 
ferred to the officers’ school, known 
as the C. I. S. L. A. A. and we man- 
age to have a good time. At present 
we are “en repos” which means we 
work harder than at the front at 
drill and exercises. As we have much 
riding among the dunes and daily sea 
baths the time passes agreeably 
enough. There is an excellent chance 
that I may be admitted to the C. I. 
S. L». A. A. for the session commencing 
August 15th, which is much earlier 
than I dared hope for. If this hap- 
pens I shall be an officer by December 
1st, as the course is of 3 1-2 months 
duration. This is what I had in mind 
when I suggested that you get in 
touch with Mr. H. to let him know 
that my studies for grade of lieuten- 
ant will he finished not before No- 
vember. In this army one must do a 
certain number of months "au front”. 
The authorities are Inclined to make 
a special favor to me in view of 
C. R. B. work, etc. Thus as I say I 
may he admitted to the <’. 1 s. L. A. A. 
by August, and trust to be thro’ by 
December itt the late-t 

Yesterday morning f wa strolling 
thro' the dunes, when I beheld a 
superior officer coming along on 
horseback followed by wliut I at first 
took to be an orderly. It 'ruck me 
that the orderly was extremely well 
mounted and on looking < loser 1 
found the orderly to bo no 1. a per- 
son than H. M. King Albert Natural- 
ly I tore off my best dilute, the two 
passed not 20 feet from where I wuh 
standing. And there you have all the 
news. We go back to the front about 
mid- July, tho’ exactly where or when 
no one at present knows From all 
indications it will probably bo a 
“warm” summer and autumn, — so 
much the better, for it will be soon- 
er ended.

TWO KILLED 

James Coulter, a mason, shot nnd 
killed his wife, Margaret in a fit of 
Jealous rage in their home, 58 Green 
street, Nonantum, early Sunday 
morning, nnd then turning the revolv- 
er upon himself. Both died almost 
instantly. 

The struggle ending in the tragedy 
took place in the cellar of their home 
shortly after 6 Sunday morning. 
Neighbors say they heard the couple 
quarreling and the jealous accusa- 
tions which Coulter hurled at his wife. 
The quarrel apparently started in 
their bedroom and was continued 
through the house to the cellar, where 
the shooting occurred. 

The police nnd neighbors say Coul- 
ter has long believed his wife received 
the attentions of other men. About q 
year ago ho approached James I>oug- 
Inss, an insurance agent, accusing him 
of friendly relations with her, nnd then 
shot at him. More recently he seemed 
to brood over his hallucinations and 
had his wife constantly under sus- 
picion. 

In the meantime the children 
aroused by the strange proceedings 
rushed to the street for assistance. 
Michael Eagan, a milkman, heard their 
cries and ran toward the house. Be- 
fore he reached there tho tragedy was 
over. 

Police investigation was hardly nec- 
essary as the couple died almost in- 
stantly and the facts of the tragedy, 
together with the broken story told 
hy the children, were convincing. 

That Coulter had long harbored 
jealous feelings was well known hy 
the neighbors and police. After he 
shot at Douglass he was arraigned 
in the Newton Court and fined $50. 
More recently Mrs. Coulter complain- 
ed to the police of her husband's jeal- 
ousy and considered having him sent 
to an institution for treatment. 

Neighbors speak highly of the cou- 
ple, especially of Mrs. Coulter. She was 
known as a woman of high character 
and of a home-loving nature. Coulter 
they say worked hard and with the ex- 
ception of his unusual feeling toward 
his wife, was proud of his family. 

Tho children are James, aged 15; 
Albert, 12; Walter, 8; and Sherman, 4. 
They will he cared for by relatives. 

Funeral services were held Tuesday 
at the Newton Cemetery Chapel. The 
services which were of a simple na- 
ture,, were attended by immediate 
members of the family only. Rev. 
Robert L. Ray, pastor of the North E- 
vangelical Church, officiated, and spoke 
of the couple in terms of high praise. 
The burial was ill the family lot in 
the cemetery. An examination dis- 
closed the fact that Mrs. Coulter was 
struck by three bullets. One bullet 
went through the fleshy part of her 
left arm, another penetrated her 
temple and the third entered behind 
her ear.

waste; Americanization of immigrant 
aid to Red Cross relief work; supply- 
ing women to the work of men called 
to tilt' colors and protecting the work 
of such women. Women not yet 
awakened to the necessity for the bat 
lot and the duty of women in govern- 
ment may profitably adopt the star- 
pointed recommendations of the sue 
fragists. Workers not shirkers are 
needed now. Woman’s slogan every- 
where should be “Duty, Responsibility 
and Participation in the Nation.” 
There will be equality of sacrifice to 
fall nlike on men and women during 
this present war. 

The Grand Army of the Republic at 
its Saratoga encampment endorsed a 
resolution favoring woman suffrage. 
This sounds like beginning at home, 
the application of “making the world 
safe for democracy.” The G. A. R. 
has had its baptism for freedom and 
an un franchised womanhood is at vari- 
ance with liberty. 

Chicago is again linving trouble with 
its mayor. This time there is even 
talk of impeaching him: 

Whenever Mayor Thompson breaks 
out in a new place, opponents of equal 
rights living at a distance from Illi- 
nois blame his misconduct on the 
women. They say: "This is what hap- 
pens where women vote!” But in 
Chicago many people are now remem- 
bering with contrition that Thompson 
is the Mayor whom the women did not 
want and whom the men insisted on 
having. 

Stoneham furnished a practical sue 
frage argument when the principal of 
tho eighth grade school, Mr. Whitte- 
inore. called for volunteers to arrange 
a program for Memorial Day. Not a 
boy responded, but the girls patrioti 
cally offered their services. This lack 
of interest among the boys prompted 
the principal to express a cogent rea- 
son for votes for women. 

“Boys, said he, “do any of you know 
why women want suffrage? Well, I’ll 
tell you. Not one of you came forward 
to help, while many of the girls did; 
and boys, that’s why wdme%^ want 
suffrage — because they are sick and 
tired of waiting for the men to do the 
things they are supposed to do! Wo- 
men are behind every good cause, 
every reform and everything worth 
while in the world, and they d’dn’t just 
talk about it— they stay with it till 
they get something accomplished. And 
that, boys, is the way women do things 
and the reason why luey want a 
chance to do them!” 

Connecticut suffragists are out in a 
press item which is an arraignment of 
the legislature for its failure to pass 
the Mother’s Pension Bill. The meas- 
ure carried in the House, but met its 
doom in the Senate. The press item 
sarcastically says: “Connecticut will 
have to wait two years more before 
it can adopt the only civilized way of 
treating its orphan wards. Anti- Suf- 
fragists are fond of telling us that the 
place of women is in the home, but 
the anti-suffragists of the Senate— and 
we know that they form the majority, 
for their vote on the suffrage measures 
proved this — have decided that the 
homo is no place for the widow with 
two or three small children. If she 
has had the misfortune to lose her 
husband she must get out and work 
for a living, and either put her chil- 
dren in some institution, or leave them 
neglected.

The Thrill and the Fell of 
the Trenches, Described 
by an American Foy.

Beroeant McClintock is an American 
boy of Lexington, Ky., who has seen 
service in France, teas decorated fot 
bravery, wounded, invalided home and 
now is returning to accept a commis- 
sion. This is the second article in tho 
scries. In the first article he describ- 
ed his training up to the point where 
he reached the front line trenches. 


W HEN we took our position in the 
front line trenches in Belgium 
we relieved tho Twenty-sixth 
Canadian battalion. Scouts from that 
organization came back to the villages 
of Dinkiebusch and Renninghelst to 
tell us bow glad they were to see us 
and to show us the wuy in. As we 
proceeded overland, before reaching 
the communication trenches at the 
front, these scouts paid us the hospita- 
ble attention due strangers— that is, 
one of them, leading a platoon, would 
say: 

“Next 200 yards in machine gun 
range. Jveep quiet, don’t run and be 
ready to drop quick if you are warned.” 

There was one scout to each platoon, 
and we followed him single file, most 
of the time along roads or well worn 
paths, but sometimes through thickets 
and ragged fields. Every now' and then 
the scout would yell at us to drop, 
and down we’d go on our stomachs, 
while away off in the distance we 
could hear the “put-put” of machine 
guus, the first sound of hostile firing 
that had ever reached our ears. 

“It’s all right,” said the scout 
“They haven’t seen us or got track of 
us. They’re just firing on suspicion.” 

Nevertheless, when our various pla- 
toons had all got into the front reserve 
trenches, at about two hours after mid- 
night, W'e lenrned that the first blood 
of our battalion had been spilled. Two 
men had been wounded, though neither 
fatally. Our own stretcher hearers 
took our wounded back to the field 
hospital at Dinkiebusch. Tho men of 
tho Tweuty-sixth battalion spent the 
rest of the night instructing us and 
then left us to hold tho position. We 
were us nervous as a lot of cats, and 
It seemed to me that the Germans 
must certainly know that they could 
come over and walk right through us, 
but outside of a few casualties from 
sniping, such as the one that befell 
the Fourteenth platoon man, which I 
have told abdut, nothing very alarming 
happened the first duy and night, and 
by thut time we had got steady on our 
Job. We held the position for twenty- 
six days, which is the longest period 
that any Cunadiun or British organiza- 
tion has ever remained in a front lino 
trench. 

In none of the stories I’ve read have 
I ever seen trench fighting as it was 
carried on in Belgium adequately de- 
scribed. You see, you can’t get much 
of un idea about a thing like that mak- 
ing a quick tour of the trenches under 
officiul direction and escort us the 
newspaper and magazine writers do. 
I couldn’t undertake to tell anything 
worth while ubout the big issues of the 
war, but I con describe how soldiers 
have to learn to fight in the trenches, 
and I think a good many of our young 
fellows have that to learn now. “Over 
there” they don’t talk of peace or 
even of tomorrow, They sit back and 
tuke it. 

We always held tho fire trench as 
lightly as possible, because it Is a 
demonstrated fact that the front ditch 
cannot be successfully defended in a 
determined attack The thing we did 
and the thing to do Is to be ready to 
jump on to the enemy us soon us he 
has got Into your front trench and is 
fighting on ground that you know and 
he doesn’t und knock so many kinds 
of tar out of him that he'll have to pull 
Ids load for a spot that isn't so warm 
That system worked first rate with us. 

During the day we had only u very 
few men in tho lire trench. If un ut- 
tack is coining in daylight there’s ul- 
wuys plenty of time to get ready for 
it. At night we kept prepared for 
trouble all the time. We had a night 
sentry on each tiring step and a man 
Bitting at his feet to watch him to see 
ho wasn't secretly sniped. Then we 
hud u sentry in each “hay” of tho 
trench to tuke messages. 

Orders didn’t permit the mun on the 
firing step or the uiuu watching him 
to leuve post on any excuse whatever 


during their two hour "spell’’ of duty. 
Hanging on a string, at the elbow of 
each sentry, on the fire stop was a 
siren whistle or an empty shell case 
and a bit of Iron with which to ham- 
mer on It. This, whichever It might 
he. was for the purpose of spreading 
the alarm in case of a gas attack. 
Also wo had sentries In “listening 
posts,” at various points from twenty 
to fifty yards out In "No Man’s Land.” 
These men blackened their faces be- 
fore they went "over the top" and then 
lay in shell holes or natural hollows. 
There was always two of them, a bay- 
onet man and a bomber. From tho 
listening post a wire ran back to the 
tire trench to he used In signaling. In 
the trench a man sat with this wire 
wrapped around his hand. One pull 
meant “All O. Iv.,” two pulls, “I’m 
coming in,” three pulls, “Enemy in

sight,” and four pulls. “Sound gas 
alarm." The fire step in a trench is a 
shelf on which soldiers stand to look 
out and shoot between the suud bags 
on top. 

In addition to these men, we had pa- 
trols and scouts out in “No Man’s 
Laud” the greater part of the night, 
with orders to gain any information 
possible which might be of value to 
buttuliou, brigade, division or general 
headquarters. They reported oil the 
condition of the Germuns’ barbed wire, 
the location of muchlnc guns and oth- 
er little things like that which might 
be of interest to some commanding 
officer twenty miles back. Also they 
were ordered to rnnke every effort to 
capture any of the enemy’s scouts or 
putrols, so thut we could get informa- 
tion from them. One of the interesting 
moments in this work came when a 
star shell caught you out in on open 
spot. If you moved you were gone. 
I’ve seen men stuud on one foot for 
the thirty seconds during which a stur 
shell will burn. Then when scouts or 
patrols met In “No Man's Iorad" they 
always had to fight it out with bayo- 
nets. One single shot would be the 
signal for iirtlllery fire and would 
meun the utmost instant annihilation 
of the men on both sides of the fight. 
Under the necessities of this war many 
of our men have been killed by our 
own shell fire. 

The Daylight Hour. 

At u little before daybreak came 
“stand-to,” when everybody got but- 
toned up aid reudy for business lie- 
cause at that hour most attucks begin, 
und also that was the regular time for 
a dose of “morning and evening hate,’’ 
otherwise a good, lively fifteen minutes 
of shell fire. We hud some casualties 
every morning and evening, und the 
stretcher henuers used to get ready for 
them us a regular mutter of course. 
For fifteen minutes at dawn and dusk 
the Germuns used to send over “whiz- 
hangs,” “coul boxes" ami “minenwer- 
fer” (shells from trench mortars) in 
such n generous way that it looked as 
If they liked to shoot ’em off, whether 
they iiit anything or not. You could 
always hear the “heavy stuff” coming, 
and we paid little attention to it, as it 
was used in efforts to reach the bat- 
teries back of our lines. The jioor old 
town of Dinkiebusch got the full ben- 
efit of it. When a shell would shriek 
its wuy over, some one would say, 
"There goes the express for Dinkie- 
buacli,” and a couple of seconds later, 
when some prominent landmark of 
Dinkiebusch would disintegrate with a 
loud dejouutinn. some one else would 
reiuurk : 

“Train’s arrived !" 

About the only amusement we had 
during our long stuy in the front 
trenches wus to sit with our backs 
ugainst the rear wall and shoot ut the 
rats running along the paru|iet. Poor 
Macfurlune, with a Hash of the obi hu- 
mor which he had before tho war, told 
a “rookie” that the trench rats were 
so big that lie saw one of them trying 
on his greatcoat. They used to run 
over our faces when we were sleeping 
in our dugouts, and I’ve seen them la 
ru venous swarms burrowing luto the 


■hallow graven of tho <i»mi«|. Most <>r 
the Boldlors’ logs are wnrrod to the 
Icnoos with bites. 

The one thing of which we constant- 
ly lived In fear was a gas attack. I 
used to woke In the middle of the night 
In a cold sweat dreaming thnt I hoard 
the clatter nnd whistle blowing all 
along the line which meant thnt the 
gas was coming. And finally I really 
did hear the terrifying Hound, Just at 
n moment when It couldn’t have sound- 
ed worse. I was In charge of tho dnlly 
ration detail, sent back about ten miles 
to the point of nearest approach of the 
transport lorries to carry In rations, 
ammunition and snnd lings to the front 
trenches. We had a lot of trouble re- 
turning with our loads. Passing a 
point which was called Shrapnel Cor- 
ner, because tho Germans had precise 
range of It, we were caught In ma- 
chine gun fire and had to lie on our 
stomachs for twenty minutes, during 
which we lost one man, wounded. I 
sent him back nnd went on with my 
party, only to run Into another machine 
gun shower a half mile farther on. 
While we were lying down to escape 
this a concealed British battery’ of 
five Inch guns, about which we knew 
nothing, opened up right over our 
(lends. It shook us up nnd scared us so 
that some of our party were now worse 
off than the man who hud been hit and 
carried to the rear. We finally got to- 
gether and went on. When we were 
about a mile behind the reserve trench, 
stumbling in the dark through the last 
aid most dangerous path overland, we 
heard a lone siren whistle, followed by 
a wave of metallic hammering and wild 
tooting which seemed to spread over 
nil of Belgium a mile ahead of us. All 
any of us could say was: 

“Gns!” 

All you could see in the dark was a 
collection of white and frightened 
faces. Every trembling finger seemed 
awkward as a thumb as we got out our 
gas masks und helmets ami put them 
on, following directions ns nearly as 
we could. I ordered the men to sit 
still and sent two forward to notify 
me from headquarters when the gas 
alarm was over. They lost their way 
and were not found for two days. We 
sat there for an hour, und then I ven- 
tured to take my mask off. As nothing 
happened, I ordered the men to do the 
same. When we got into the trenches 
with our packs we found that ffie gas 
alarm had been one of Fritz’s jokes. 
The first sirens had been sounded in 
the German lines, and there hadn’t 
been any gas. 

Our men evened things up with the 
Germans, however, the next night. 
Some of our scouts crawled clear up 
to Jbe German barbed wire, ten yards 
in front of the enemy fire trench, tied 
empty jam tins to the barricade and 
then, after attaching small telephone 
wires to the barbed strands, crawled 
hack to our trenches. When they start- 
ed pulling the telephone wires tho 
empty tins made a clatter right under 
Fritz’s nose. Immediately i&e Germans 
opened up with all their machine gun 
und rifie fire, began bombing the spot 
from which the noise came and sent 
up ”S O S" signals for artillery fire 
along a mile of their line. They fired 
u $ 10,000 salufe and lost a night's sleep 
over the noise made by the discarded 
containers of 5 shillings’ worth of Jam. 
It wus a good tonic for the Tommies. 

The Prince of Wales. 

A few duy s ufter this a very young 
officer passed me in a trench while I 
was sitting on a tire step writing a 
letter. I noticed that he had the red 
tabs of a stuff officer on bis uniform, 
but I puld no more attention to him 
than that. No compliments, such us 
salutes to officers, are paid in the 
trenches. After he had passed one of 
the men asked me if I didn’t know 
who he wus. I said I didn’t. 

“Why, you d fool,” he said, “that’s 

the Prince of Wales!” 

When tho little prince cume back I 
stood to sulute him. He returned the 
sulute with a grave smile and passed 
on. He was quite alone, and I was 
told afterward that he made these 
trips through the trenches Just to show 
the men that he did not consider him- 
self better than any other soldier. The 
heir of England was certuhily taking 
nearly the same chunce of losing his 
inheritance that wo were. 

After we had been on the front line 
fifteen days we received orders to 
muke a bombing ruld. Sixty volun- 
teers were asked for, and the whole

buttuliou offered- 1 was lucky— or uu 
lucky— enough to be among the sixty 
Who were chosen. 1 want to tell you 
In detail ubout this bombing raid, so 
that you can understand what u thiug 
may really u mount to that gets only 
three lines or perhaps nothing ut ull 
In the official dispatches, and. besides 
thut, It iuu.v belli some of the youug 
men who rcud this to know something 
a little later ubout bombing. 

Tho sixty of us c hosen to execute the 
raid were taken twenty miles to the 


•rnr K>r n whole’s Instruction practice 
(Living only n slight Idea of what wo 
hero going to try to do, we felt very 
lolly about the whole enterprise start- 
ing off We were camped In an old 
barn, with several special Instruction 
offi* ora In charge. We had oral In- 
struction the first day, while sappers 
dug and built an exact duplicate of the 
so thin of the Germnn trenches which 
we were to raid that Is. It was exact 
except for a few details. Certain 
•skeleton trenches’* in the practlcesee- 

on were dug simply to fool the Ger 
man aviator*. If n photograph taken 
I ick to ( erm.in headquarters had 
shown an ■ a t duplicate of n German 
trench so lion suspicion m’glit have 
been arouse 1 and our plans revealed. 
We were constantly warned about the 
skeleton trendies nnd told to remem- 
ber that they did not exist in the Ger- 
man section where we were to operate. 
Meanwhile our practice section was 
changed n little several times, been use 
aerial photographs showed thnt the 
Germans had been renovating nnd 
making some ad litions to the trenches 
in which we were to have our frolic 
with them. 

We hail oral instruction, mostly dur- 
ing the day, because wo didn’t dare let 
the German aviators see us practicing 
a bomb raid. All night long, sometimes 
until 2 or 5 o'clock in the morning, we 
rehearsed that raid, just as carefully 
as a company of star actors would re- 
hearse u play. At first there was a dis- 
position to have sport out of it. 

"Well,” some chap would say, roll- 
ing into the hay all tir«*d out, "1 got 
killed six times tonight. S’pose It’ll 
be eight times tomorrow night.” 

One man insisted that he had discov- 
ered in one of our aerial photographs 
a German burying money, and he care- 
fully examined each new picture, so 
that he could be sure of finding the 
dough and digging It up. The grave 
and serious manner of our officers, 
however, the exhaustive care with 
which wo were drilled nnd. more than 
all, the approach of the time when we 
were to “go over the top” drove all 
sport out of our minds, and 1 can say 
for myself that the very thought of 
the undertaking as tho fatal night 
drew near sent shivers up and down 
my spine. 

A bombing raid, something originat- 
ed In warfare by the Canadians, is not 
intended for the purpose of holding 
ground, but to gain information, to do 
as much damage ns possible and to 
keep the enemy in a state of nervous- 
ness. In this particular raid the chief 
object was to gain information. Our 
high command wanted to know what 
troops were opposite us nnd what 
troops hud been there. We were ex- 
pected to get this information from 
prisoners and from buttons and papers 
off of the Germans we might kill. It 
was believed thut troops were being 



relieved from the big tent show up ut 
the Somme and sent to our side show 
in Belgium for rest. Also It was sus- 
pected that urtillery was being with- 
drawn for tho Somme. Especially we 
were anxious to bring back prisoners. 

in civilized war a prisoner can be 
compelled to tell only his name, rank 
uud religion. But this is not a civilized 
war, and there are ways of making 
prisoners talk. One of the most ef- 
fective ways— quite humane— is to tie 
a prisoner fast, heud and foot, and 
then tickle his bare feet with a feather. 
More severe measures have frequently 
been used— the water cure, for In- 
stance— hut I’m bound to say that 
neurly all the German prisoners I saw 
were quite loquucious and willing to 
talk, and the accuracy of their infor- 
mation, when luter confirmed by raids, 
wus surprising. The iron discipline 
Which turns them into mere children 
in the presence of their officers seemed 
to make them subservient and obedient 
to the officers who commanded us. 1 
mean, of course, the privates, in this 
way the system worked against the 
fatherland. Captured German officer-:, 
especially Prussians, were u nasty l"i 
W'e never tried to get information from 
them, for we knew they would lie, hap- 
pily uud very Intelligently— well % 
struct ed iu the art. 

At lust cuine the night when we wore 
to go "over the top,” across No Man’s 
Land, und have a frolic with Fritz In 
his own happy homo. I atu endeavor- 
ing t<> bo as accurate and truthful as 
possible iu these stories of my soldier- 
ing, and 1 am therefore compelled to 
say that there wasiLt a man iu the 
sixty who didn't show the strain in his 
pallor and nervousness. Under orders, 
we discarded our trench helmets and 
substituted knitted skullcaps or empty 
mess tlus. Then we blackened our 
hands uud faces with ushes from u 
camp fire so as to avoid being seen us 
long as possible. After this they load- 
ed us into motor trucks and took us up 
to “Shrapnel Corner," from which 
point we went iu on foot. Just before 
we left u staff cuptuin came ulong ami 
gave us u little talk. 

"This Is the first time you men have 
been tested,” he suld. “You’re Cuua- 
iliuus. 1 needn't suy anything mure to 
you. They’re going to be popping them 
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iff nt a great rate while you're on yonr 
way across. Itemember that you’d bet- 
ter not stand up straight, because our 
shells will l»e gding over Just six and a 
half feet from the ground where It's 
level. If you Stand up straight you’re 
likely to be hit in the heud, but don’t 
let thnt worry you, because If you do 
get hit in the fr^ud you won't know It. i 
So why iu h— worry about It?" Thnt j 
was his farewell. He jumped on his 
horse and rode off. 

The Bomb Raid. 

The point we were to attack hail been 
selected long before by our scouts. It 
was not, ns you might suppose, the 
weakest point in the German line. It 
was, on the contrary, the strongest. It 
was considered that the moral effect of 
cleaning up a* weak point would lie 
comparatively small, whereas to break 
iu at the strongest poiut would lie 
something really worth while. And If 
we were to take a chunce It really 
wouldn’t pay to hesitate about degrees. 
The section we were to raid had a 
froutage of 150 yards und a depth of 
200 yards. It hail been explained to us 
thut we were to be supported by a 
"box barrage,” or curtain tire, from 
our artillery to last exactly tweuty-six 
minutes— thut is, for twenty-six min 
utes from the time when we started 
“over the top” our artillery, several 
miles hack, would drop a “curtain” of 
shells ull around the edges of thut 150 
yurd by 200 yard section. We were to 
have fifteen minutes in which to d*> 
our work. Any man not out at the 
end of the fifteen minutes would neces. 
sarily he caught iu our own fire, as our 
artillery would then change from a 
“box” to pour a straight curtain fire 
covering all of the spot of our opera- 
tions. 

Our officers set their watches very 
carefully with those of the urtillery of- 
ficers before we went forward to the 
front trenches. We reached the front 
at 11 p. m. r and not until our arrival 
there were we informed of the “zero 
hour”— the time when the attack was 
to be made. The hour of 12:10 h*»d 
been selected. The waiting from 11 
o’clock until that time was simply an 
agony. Some of our men sat stupid 
and inert. Others kept talking con- 
stantly about the most inconsequential 
matters. One man undertook to tell a 
funny story. No one listened to it, and 
the laugh ut the end was emaciated 
and ghastly. The inaction was driving 
us all into a state of funk. I could ac- 
tually feel my nerve oozing out at my 
finger tips, and if we had had to wait 
fifteeu minutes longer I wouldn’t have 
been uble to climb out of the trench. 

About half au hour before we were 
to go over every man had his eye up 
the trench, for we know "the rummies” 
were coming that way. The rum gaug 
serves out a stiff shot of Jamaica Just 
before au attack, and It would be a 
reul test of temperauce to see a man 
refuse. There were no prohibitionists 
In our set. Whether or not we got our 
full ration depended ou whether the 
sergeant In charge was drunk or sober. 
After the shot began to work one man 
next me pounded my leg and hollered 
in my ear: 

“I say, why all this red tape? Let’s 
go over now." 

That noggin of rum is a life saver. 

When the hour approached for us to 
start the artillery fire was so heavy 
thut orders had to be shouted into ears 
from man to man. The bombardment 
was, of course, along a couple of miles 
of front so that the Germaus would not 
know where to expect us. At 12 o’clock 
exactly they began pulling down a set*, 
tiou of the parapet so thut we wouldn't 
have to climb over it and we were off.
